A foretaste of the cooler weather that Is 
forecast to break Chicago's hot spell came 
about 9:45 o’clock last night, when a: slight 
shower caused the street thermometers to 
drop from 88.6 to 83.6, with Indications that 
the mercury would descend still farther and 
the humidity be mitigated,

of the street thermometers to gain inspira- 
tion from any drop in temperature, partly 
cheering news was vouchsafed by a Chica- 
goan who had just arrived from his summer 
home at Fox Lake. From him it wae learned 
that the old trappers of Fox Leke, who row 
boats and thow lawns in summer, have 
agreed that al! animal signs point to a cold 
and rainy June.

Mr. Pinkerton was chosen for the honor 
because of his familiarity with American 
thieves. The aristocracy of the world of 
crime in this country will be on hand to 
see George declared “ defender of thefaith,” 
and incidentally to do a job or two on te 
side if the opportunity presents itself.

big show. His immediate adviser in this 
connection will be Frank C. Froest, super- 
intendent of Scotland Yard. 

It is understood that the invitation came 
to Mr. Pinkerton through the recommen- 
dation of Sir Melville McNeughton of the 
London Metropolitan police. Mr. Pinkerton 
ia especiaily well known in England for two 
bits of work which he performed in the last 


few years. 


Caught Bidwell Brothers, 

One of these was the capture of the Bid- 
well brothers of Chicago, whose forgeries 
cost the Bank of England a good deal more 
than $1,000,000. Through Mr. Pinkerton’s 
instrumentality the Bidwells were arrested 
and convicted.

Whether he does or not, how will his 
heart to’heart talk to the country in the 
oil case about restraint of trade affect the 
tobacco case?

wicked a giant as the oil trust, so that 
the edict of Uncle Sam, the Giant Killer, 
** Al) bad trusts are to be torn asinder,” 
will apply to him also, or will his less 
oppressive methods give him another 
chance for his life? 

Will the Supreme court wait unti) fall 
before speaking in the tobacco case, thus 
giving the tobacco combination a chance 
to adjust its affairs to the decision in the 
oi] case? 


What People Are Asking. 

And then; generally, people are asking: 

What ig this decision in the oi] case, 
anyway? Has it changed the anti-trust 
law.so as to make it easier for the trusts 
and harder for the people? Ifso, how are 
the people heiped by the government's 
victory? Is not theirs a case of ‘‘ Heads 
I win; tails you lose *’? 

If “restraint” is a wrong, how can 
there be a reasonable restraint, @ reason- 
able wrong? 

Some of these questions are worth thinking 
over a little. 

It is not believed Chiaf Justice White will 
write the decision in the tobacco case, for 
the reason that no man should be called upon 
to study the record of the evidence in a case 
immediately after performing the Herculean 
task of pushing through the labyrinth of 
words in the record in the Standard Oil com- 
pany case. To quote his own languare, the 
record in the of] case was “ inordinately 
voluminous, consisting of twenty-three yol- 
umes of printed matter, aggregating about 
12,000 pages, containing a vast amount of 
confusing and conflicting testimony relating 
to innumerable, complex, and varied busi- 
ness transactions extending over a pericd of 
nearly forty years.”’ 

Just think of the physical labor alone in- 
volved in merely reading such tomes! 


Immense Labor Involved 
Shortly before giving his decision, and dur- 
ing the reading of these twenty-three voi- 
umes, the chief justice remarked that the 
physical and mental labor required in learn- 
ing the case was appalling. He said that 
he read far imto the night, and that he 
stopped reading, not when he became sleepy, 
but when only his brain refused to soak up 
any more information. 
The tobacco case is so important, however, 
both In itself and as a meane of explaining 
the real attitude of the Supreme court of 
the United States toward the Sherman law 
that the chief justice may want to write 
the tobacco decision also. In which event, 
it would. not be surprising if such decision 
were, not the last one before adjournment. 
but the first on reassembling in October. 
There has certainly been considerable mis- 
understanding of the decision in the oil case, 
not only on the part of the unthinking pub- 
lic, but also by prominent men, including 
national legislators. The chief justice may 
want to make his meaning so clear that it 
will be incapable of being misunderstood 
and may take all summer to do it. 


Light on “Rule of Reason.” 

There are, to be sure, only four volumes 
in the record of the tobacco case to be 
studied—about one-sixth as many as in the 
oil case. This is going from one extreme 
to the other, and there is a possibility—e 
remote possibility—that the Supreme court 
will dismiss the tobacco case without preju- 
dice to the government and call for more 
evidence for use in applying the “ rule of 
reason” in deciding. whether or not the to- 
bacco combination is directly restraining in- 
terstate trade. 

The refusal by the Supreme court to affirm 
the decree of the United States Circuit court 
of New York City dissolving the tobacco 
combination would have a more important 
pearing on the interests of the country now 
than before the decision on May 15 in the 
oi] case. Because such a victory for the 
defendant tobacco combination would be ex- 
plained by the public on the ground that 
the Supreme court meant that a combina- 
tion had a right to restrain trade reason- 
ably. 

Some men, including Mr. Justice Harlan 
(who does not dissent to the decree dissolv- 
ing the Standard Oil company, but, on the 
contrary, more than concurs therein by dis- 
senting to what he deems a narrowing of 
the force of the Sherman law] have taken 
Chief Justice White to mean that the re- 
atraint of trade forbidden by the Sherman 
law must be unreasonable, and that reason- 
able restraint is not unlawful; and Justice 
Harlan objects to what he considers an at- 
tempt by the Supreme court to amend the 
Sherman law by writing before the word 
* restraint ’’ the adjective ‘“‘ unreasonable.” 


Question of an Adjective. 

Now, congress, when it passed the Sher- 
man anti-trust act in 1890, did not put any 
adejective before the word “ restraint,” and 
it ts fortunate that it did not. If congress, 
for instance, had forbidden immaterie] or in- 
direct restraint, such restraint as is inci- 
dental to a lawfu} contract, probably the Su- 
preme court would have declared the Sher- 
man law unconstitutional long ago. 

Since the Sherman act does not state just 
what would constitute restraint of trade. it is 
necessary, says the chief justive, to look for 
its meaning in the common law and in the in- 
terpretations of the common law by the 
courts, just as in a statute against murder, 
for instance, it would be necessary to go to the 
common law for a definition of murder. In 
other words, it is necessary to find out what 
Senator Sherman and Senator Hoar and their 
legislative colleagues meant in 1890 when 
they forbade restraint of interstate trade, 

After considerable reflection and learned 
examination of the history of the common 
law, the chief justice, speaking for himself 
and for seven other members of the court, 
came to the conclusion that the kind of re. 
straint of trade forbidden by the anti-trust 
act was material or direct restraint, and that 
the only kind not forbicden is that which is 
immaterial or indirect. ae

No, says Chief Justice White. He insists 
that the point really decided in those cases 
was not that reasonable restraint is contrary 
to the Sherman law but that direct or mate- 
rial restraint was iljegal even though it be 
attained by a reasonable or equitable agree- 
ment. 

So there is nothing in what the chief justice 
says to cause one to think that control of, 
say, less than 5O per cent of the stock, of 
competitive corporations is only reasonable 
restraint, and; therefore, valid. He adds that 
if the railroad cases of 1897 and 1808 had de- 


was illegal, this holding, even by the Su- 
preme court of the United States, would now 
be reversed. Here thechief justice shows his 
leanings toward the civil law, such as they 
have in his state—Loulisiana, for it is said 
that under the civil law reason is applied to 
every case, rather than precedent. 

The ehief justice asserts his ideas about 
direct restraint are not new; that as late as 
1908 an opinion of the Supreme court stated: 
‘It has been decided by this court that not 
only unreasonable but also direct restraint of 
trade is prohfbited.” 


Issue of ‘‘Unreasonableness.” 
But suppose it - were true the chief justice 
meant to put the word “ unreasonable ”’ be- 
fcre the word “restraint'’’ in the Sherman 
law, thus making only unreagonable re- 
straint of interstate trade iHegal. Well, even 
then, a good line of argument could be made 
that what the chief justice had said was 
really not the opinion of the Supreme court 
of the United States but was merely obiter 
dicta—that is, Mr. White, in leading up to 
a determination of the main’ point at issue, 
thought it well to 1make a few side remarks to 
the country, on hie own individual authority, 
about restraint of trade. 

Of course, in the absence of a direct de- 
cision by the Supreme court on a certain 
question, obiter dicta in an opinion con- 
curred in by a majority of the court would be 
mighty good authority to appeal to; but it is 
evident that such side remarks would not 
overrule or reverse a previous decision 
directly in point. 

In the tobacco case the United States Cir- 
cult court in New York City went through 
the record with a fine tooth comb and found 
the tobacco combination guilty of being a 
monopoly in restraint of trade. Judge Coxe 
of that court said that the trust consists of 
more than sixty corporations, and controls 
the tobacco business in all its branches, and 
that there was no chance for any one with a 
moderate sized capital .to engage in business 
against the opposition of the combination. 


Claims to Be “Good” Trust, 
“We admit we are big,’’ says the tobacco

have got everything in our own hands; but, 
you see, we don't abuse our power; we are 
a good trust. We don't fravel in the same 
class with those oi) felows.’’

Warner had made preparations to go to 
Long Lake in the afternoon to meet his wife.

Warner was a fire arms collector. He had 
been ah army man, and few people know 
more about weapons than he did.

Accidental, Says Police Captain. 

Capt. Shaffer of the Evanston police said he 
was convinced Warner had been cleaning the 
weapon, when it accidentally exploded, 

Mrs. Warner had been visiting at Long 
Lake for several weeks, and friends of War- 
ner said that he had been looking forward 
to his trip there for a fortnight. No motive 
for suicide could be found, and both the bus!- 
nese and domestic affairs of the man were 
said to warrant no such act. 

Warner lived at 942 Ridge court, Evanston, 
and had closed his home. 


Office Associate Makes Statement. 

H. E, Clyde, who occupied offices in the 
same suite with Warner, made the following 
statement: 

“The man was preparing for e trip that 
would take him through regions where a re- 
volver would come in handy. The presence 
of the screwdriver and oil can would show 
that he was examining and probably clean- 
ing the weapon. There is rothing in his buas- 
ness or domestic affairs which would warrant 
the slightest suspicion of suicide.”

City’s General Health Improves, 

‘Leaving out the sufiering and deaths caused 
eolely by the heat Chicago's general health 
improves as the Weather continues hot, if the 
health department's statistics for the trvo 
weeks just passed furnish a reliable basig of 
estimate. Although the last week hag wit- 
neased the hottest May weather in the history 
of the weather bureau, the death rate has 
dropped from 16.49 per thousand for the pre- 
ceding week to 141. This is seven-tenths of 
1 per cent better than the same week in 1910, 
when the rate was 14.8. 

In figures, there are 223 fewer cases of 
reported contagious diseases and 1uv fewer 
deaths from ail causes last week than tn the 
preceding seven days.

FIRE WIPES OUT DREAMLAND. 


Destruction of Famous Amusement 
Resort at Coney Island Causes a 
Loss of Approximately $3,000,000. 


New York, Mey 27.—Fire which began 
shortly after 2 o’clock this morning wiped 
out Dreamland at Coney Island and de- 
stroyed about four blocks adjoining, covered 
with booths, restavranta, hotels, moving pic- 
ture theaters, and resorts of various types 
The loss will amount to between $2,000,000 
and $3,000,000, 

In all about 200 buildings were burned 
down. The insurance was only $500,000. No 
lives were lost. ’ 

Almost before the firemen had their hose 
connected to the high pressure taps along 
the street the great Dreamland tower, with 
its glare of many thousand electric bulbs, 
fell into the lake and the fire swept on. 
Dreamland plier, jutting far out into the 
ocean, was swept clean to its steel founda- 
tions. 

Had the fire started two hours eariier, 
when the crowd of sightseers thronged the 
concession, the disaster would have been an

A stadium or amphitheater, conetructed 
on such a scale that it may eventually have 
seating capacity for 100,000 to 180,000 is be- 
ing planned by the south park commiasioners 
for the improvement of Grant park, éast of 
the Tllinois Centra! tracka Should the pro- 
posed project materialize, the stadium will 
be the largest ever built-in thie country or 
any other land. | 

The stadium plan was concetved about a 
month agowby former Judge John Barton 
Payne, president of the south park commis- 
sioners, for the purpose of utilizing the vast 
area of made land east of the raliwnay tracks 
where the best efforts of the commissioners 
have met failure in repeated attempts to 
grow trees and shrubbery. 

The plans of the commissioners are far 
from being fully developed as yeti’bur it ts 
likely that the hollow at the foot of Van Buren 
street, used last year for the military maneu- 
vere and where the manuevere will be held 
again this year, will be enlarged for the 
stadium.

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ized the National Tube company and was 
meking money. Mr. Carnegie then took it 
into his head to build a railroad from Lake 
Erie around his plants and also to erect a 
tube works at Ashtabula, O. Mr. Morgan 
heard of it and consulted with James J. Hill 
of the Great Northern railroad. Mr. Morgan 
expressed fears that if Mr. Carnegie went 
into the railroad business he would demor- 
alize the railroad situation as he had the 
steel business, and if he built a tube mill he 
would demoralize steel prices. 


Morgan Consults with Gates. 
“After considerable talk Mr. Hill sug- 
gested to Mr. Morgan that he talk te me 
about it. I went to see Mr. Morgan, who 


him the only man who had any influence 
with Carnegie was Charles M. Schwab. 

“*Get Schwab,’ Mr. Morgan told me, ‘ for 
a conference’ I got Schwab and that night 
we went to Mr. Morgan’s house. We con- 
ferred with Mr. Morgan all night until 6 
o’clock the next morning, and when we left 
we had formed the tentative plan to merge 
the steel corporations into one concern, the 
United States Steel corporation. Thereupon 
the plan for the United States Steel cor- 
poration was drafted. 

“Soon after that time Mr. Moore went to 
gee Mr. Carnegie and said to him, ‘If you 
are going to take bends for your property, 
make them cover the National Steel com- 
pany as well.’ Mr. Carnegie followed this 


company $10,000,000 more than itwas worth.” 


Gates Sells Own Concern, 
Mr. Gates said the steel corporation paid 
$46,800,000 for the American Steel and Wire 
company, of which the witness was the pre- 
siding genius. 

Property for which Mr. Carrmegie had given’ 
gn option at $160,000,000 was turned into the 
steel corporation at $320,000,000, said Mr. 
Gates. 

The obligations of the ateel trust, he con- 
tinued, were more than he could estimate. 
First, he declared, were the underlying bonds 
of the companies that had been turned in; 
next, the first mortgage bonds issued by the 
United States Steel corporation to pay off 
Corgenie; then bonds to cover purchase 
mortgages, prior liens, and the like. 

“ What's the tangible property behind these 
bonds, and this common and preferred 
stock?’ asked Chairman Stanley,

Outlines Trust Purchase of Stock. 

The witness outlined at length the sale of 
stock to the United States Steel corporation. 
He said that in 1904 or 1905, during his-ab- 
sence in Texas, a syndicate was formed, 
managed by Grant B. Schley and Charles 8. 


‘Guthrie, then president of the Republic Iron 


and Steel company, which purchased the’ 
stock of the Tennessee Coal and Iron com- 
peny. He had approved of it, and took his 
proportion of the stock, about 18,000 shares. 

Under the plans agreed upon, Mr. Gates 
said, the managers were given the right to 
sell the stock at any time at a profit, but not 
to sell at a loss. The witness related how 
Mr. Guthrie died soon afterward and S. ©. 
Hanna, brother of the late Senator Hanna, 
had ‘been made associate manager. 

“In July, 1907,”" said Mr. Gates, “I sailed 
for Europe. I returned on Noy. 6, 1907, and 
on the ship I bought a paper and read that 
the stock of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company had been sold to the United States 
Steel corporation. The panic was on then. 
I met Mr. Schley at his office as soon as I 
reached New York and found negotiations 
going on between Mr. Schley, Mr. Hanna, 
and their associates and E. H. Gary, Mr. 
Frick, and Mr. Morgan. The latter were 
then in conference at Morgan's house, try- 
jing to acquire the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company stock. 

Terms Proposed for Deal. 

“'They called up and wanted to know if the 


deal was going ta be closed. The terms pro- 
posed were that for each ten shares of Ten- 


/ nessee Coal and Iron stock we were to get 


one United States Steel second fives mort- 
gage bond. I said it was not enough and held 
out until we made a trade on the basis of

and the deal was made.”

Springfield, Ill., Mey 27.—[Special J—Gov. 
Deneen replied today to the sizzling telegram 
which sixty-five members of the lilinois 
Manufacturers Association of [llinois sent 
him last night Upon their return to Chicago, 
protesting against what they insinuated was 
a frameup at the hearing yesterday to nullify 
their arguments against the employers’ lia- 
bility and workingmen's compensation acta, 

The manufacturers protested that it was 
unfair to allow the telegram of the Inter- 
national Harvester company to be read when 
the governor had thousands of telegnams 
protesting against attaching his signature 
which were not read. It also said it was un- 
fair to allow the representatives of the labor 
unions to lecture the employers at the hear- 
ing. 

In his reply the governor gald it always had 
been his policy to have both sides repre- 
senated at a hearing of this kind. 

“ This I consider not only the fair way to 
consider such matters,’’ he continued, “ but, 
in the situation which confronts me, the only 
Ppossibie plan to pursue, as I have ten days 
in which to consider and act upon over 200 
bills, and cannot give repeated hearings on 
any one bill. I have pursued this policy uni- 
formiy since I became governor and yours is 


the first complaint thet has been made re- 


garding it. 


Reiers to Harvester Message. 

“Regarding the telegram from the Inter- 
national Harvester company, I have to state 
that while the meeting was in progress 
Harold F. McCormick telephoned to my sec- 
retary and read a statement over the long 
distance telephone to him, which was taken 
down in shorthand and transcribed, and 
which he requested be handed to me and 
be read to the meeting, as 1 stated when 
reading it. 

“The ground of your complaint in this 
regard is not clear. It would seem to have 
been an advantage to you rather than a dis- 
advantage to know that.the employers dif- 
fered regarding these two measures, so that 
you might have an opportunity to express 
your views in the event they did not agree 
with those of Cyrus H. McCormick and 
Harold F. McCormitk, who signed the state- 
ment from thé International Harvester com- 
pany, just as you would have been afforded 
such an opportunity if they had been pres- 
ent at the meeting and stpowntes their views 
personally. 


Program of the Speeches. | 

“ Regarding the speeches, I have to state 
that the program of speeches was made in 
the presence of John L. Wolfe, your presi- 
dent, in participation with the several speak- 
ers, before the meeting began. It was ar- 
ranged mutually to accommodate those who 
désired to present their views, and the pro- 
gram wes followed exactly as it was made, 
except that, by oversight, Mr. Collins was 
omitted. After I had called upon Mr. Blan- 
ding to make the closing speech this matter 
was called to my attention, and I requested 
Mr. Blanding to yielé to Mr. Collins, so that 
Mr. Blanding might have an opportunity to 
reply formally to all speeches made, as had 
been agreed upon. 

“TI had no knowledge, whatever, when the 
meeting convened as to who would speak or 
the character of any speech that would be 
delivered. Each one was given an oppor- 
tunity to express himself fully without inter- 
ruption or limitation of time by me Mr, 
Knapp, who represente@ the*raiiroad and a 
large number of large manufacturers, fa- 
vored senate bill 283 and opposed senate bill 
401. Senator Henson favored both bills. 

“Mr. Wolfe, the president of the Manufac- 
turers’ asacciation, objected to Senator Hen- 
son’s remarks, and asked that he defer them 
until after 1 o'clock, as your special train 
expected to leave at that time, whereupon 
Mr. Blanding, who represented the manu- 
facturers and was one of their chosen spokes- 
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that Senator Henson proceed with his re- 
marks, and this was done without objection 
by any one. _ 

Says Facts Are Distorted. 

“ As to your protest against my own atti- 
tude, I have to state that it ie without any 
foundation whatever. The meeting was fixed 
at the time you requested, the program of 
speeches was arranged as stated and with- 
out any objection or protest by you or any 
one, and no intimation was given by me re- 
garding my own views as to either measure. 
I listened with attention to what was sub- 
mitted to meand prolonged the hearing with- 
out interruption from 10 o’clock ‘until 2:80 
p. m. for the convenience of all who desired 
to present their views. 

** Your telegram was prepared by some one 
who has grossly misrepresented the facts 
and I am constrained to believe that 
you signed it without consideration. I 
am sure that when you read it carefully 
you will feel that it is not a proper message 
to submit to one upon whom is imposed the 
duty of giving fair consideration to the merits 
of these measures. C. S. DENBRPEN.,’’

WILL BECOME LAW ON JULY 1. 


Governor Signs-Measure Intended to 
Protect the Health of Persons Em- 
ployed in Factories. 


Springfield, Ill., May 27.—[Special.])—Gov. 
Deneen tonight signed the occupational dis- 
eases bill, which was formulated by his 
occupational diseases commission. The bill, 
which becomes a law on July 1, makes rad- 
ical changes in the conduct of factories 
where the employés are exposed to danger to 
their health through the nature of their em- 
ployment. The provisions of the law are to 
be enforced by the department of factory in- 
apection. ; 

Hé also signed the Glackin bM, authorizing 
the uge of day labor, rather than contract 
labor, by municipalities in municipal under- 
takings.

The Nortn estival closed last night 
with a performance of Edward Elgar's 
“ Caractacus,”’ by Conductor Lutkin’s festi- 
val chorus of 650 voices, the Thomas orches- 
tra, and Mme. Alma Gluck, George Hamlin, 
Hloratio Connell, and Clarence Whitehill as 
soloista. The attendance was smaller than 
on the foregoing evening, but totaled 5.400 
for the afternoon and evening concerts. The 
receipts for the festival's four programs 
amount to $16,500, leaving a deficit of $500 to 
be met by the guarantors. 

Elgar’s early cantata is regarded by many 
ae his strongest work. It is closely related 
in its idiom to his “Pomp and Circumetance” 
march, a work that caught the fancy of the 
whole musical world, not 80 much by reason 
of ite worth as because of its rarely happy 
characterization of national pride. This 
same tendency, somewhat refined and en 
riched by the composer's versatile treatment 
of orchestral and choral effects, becomes the 
dominant trait of the music of ‘‘Caractacus.”’ 

The performance was masterly. Mr. Lut- 
kin’s chorus with its massive volume of 
Fa) and its truly remarkable responsive- 
ness to the rhythmical impulse and accent, 
delivered it with a bravura that moved the 
audience to demonstrative expressions of 
enthusiasm. In the lighter and more grace- 
ful numbers the chorus likewise proved the 
sourmdness and thoroughnese of its prepara- 
tion by producing and sustaining a pianis- 
simo that, by reason of the large number of 
voices employed, attained a tonal beauty 
rarely encountered in choral music. 


Mme. Gluck Sensation of Festival. 

Mme. Gluck, though assigned the compara- 
tively small part of Eigen, fully confirmed 
the favorable impression of the foregoing 
evening. Indeed her singing has been the 
sensation of the festival. Her voice, for all 
its girlish freshness, possesses a carrying 
power that enables it to be heard above the 
fullest orchestral and chora}) climax. The 
source of this penetrating quality is to be 
discovered in the unusual purit@ of the tone, 
which, in its freedom from vibrato, its flexi- 
bility, and fs warmth and sympathy re- 
sembles that of Miss Farrar, with some added 
graces and, excellences of its own. 

“ Caractacus”’ imposes its chief burdens 
upon the interpreter of the title réle. This 
was intrusted to Mr. Whitehill The virility 
of his voice and the authority and dignity 
of his interpretation made him an ideal tm- 
personator of the unhappy British king. 
Mr. Hamlin found grateful opportunity in the 
part of Orbin. 


Connell Repeats Previous Success. 

Mr. Connell, as the Arch-Druid, repeated 
his successes of the opening evening. The 
voice igs not overly resonant, But it ig sym- 
pathetic in timbre and particularly brilliant 
in the upper register. The diction and enun- 
ciation, not only of Mr. Connell but of all the 
soloists, was remarkable for its clearness. 
Those who believe, if any there remain, tnat 
English is an unsingable language might 
have Giscovered several unanswerable ar- 
guments in the night's performance. 

Interest In the matinee program centered 
in the performance by the children’s chorus 
of Carl Busch’s cantata, “ May.” It is one 
of the most charming works in its class and 
conatitutes an important contribution to a 
long neglected department of composition. 
It was selected from several works written 
especially for the occasion, and the com- 
poser was honored by a prize of $100. 


Charming Bit of Lyric Verse. 

The text is a charming bit of English lyric 
verse from the middle of the last century, and 
its quaint moodof contemplative joy in nature 
has been happily reflected in Busch’s music. 

The children sang beautifully and with evi- 
dent delight in their task. Furthermore they 
listened appreciatively to the “ Six Children’s 
Songs” by Sidney Homer, presented with 
much taste and vivacity by Mme. Louise 
Homer, the principal soloist of the afternoon.

Former President Leads Mex- 
ican Federals in: Clash 
with Rebel Force. 


THIRTY OF LATTER SLAIN 


Many Towns in Durango and 
Southern Chihuahua Under 
State of Anarchy. 


Vere Cruz, May 27.—,While escorting former 
President Diaz from Mexico City to Vera 
Cruz yesterday the federal troops engaged 
in battle with a large force of rebels. The 
federals were successful in beating off the 
insurrectos, who lost thirty killed. Gen. Dias 
left the train and gave orders to his soldiers 
during the battle. 

The rebels appeared as the train ap- 
proached Tepeyahualco. They numbered 
500, and began.a fierce attack. The federails 
at once detrained and used rapid fire guns. 

Gen. Diaz ordered hig special car nearer the 
scene of the engagement. He alighted, and 
with pistol in hand ran forward to aid his 
defenders. The federals’ quick action with 
the rapid fire guns, however, had taken the 
rebels by surprise, and they soon were in 
retreat. The trains then proceeded at _— 
speed. 

On his arrival here Gen. Diaz was re- 
ceived in stience. Diaz was met by J. B. 
Body, to whose home he hastened. From 
the flagstaff of his mansion the British flag 
is flying. 

Gen. Diaz will be a passenger on the Ham- 
bure-~Amertcan steamer Ypitanga, which 
sails for Spain on May 31, by way of Ha- 
vana. The health of the former president 
appears to be improved. 


Anarchy in Many Places. 

Parrall, Mexico, May 25.—Many federal of- 
ficials have been killed, scores of others have 
been placed in jail, stores have been looted 
and burned and hundreds of persons are near 
starvation as the result of a reign of terror 
in the state of Durango and southerp Chi- 
huahua, caused by bandits. 

The entire state of Durango, with its capi- 
tal, a city of 32,000 population, is at the 
mercy of the roving bands, who have unseat- 
ed all the authorities. Refugees from south- 
ern Chihuahua also report the towns in dis- 
order. All railroad communication has been 
cut for weeks and the interior is withoyt food. 

At Guanacevi, Durango, the first act of the 
inesurrectos was to place all the government 
officials in jail. - Stores were then looted and 
government documents burned. 

In Villa Escobedo the municipal bulldings 
were burned. 

_A.previous report that all government and

There is scarcity of food here. . It is likely 
that the 800 foreigners, mostly Americans, 
will leave overland in wagons. The federal 
troops are preparing to evacuate. 


Madero Hopes for Quiet, 

Juarez, Mex., May 27.—At Magero’s head- 
quarters, where reports of ch ic condi- 
tions in many parts of the interior were re- 
ceived, it was said every effort would be 
made to spread the news of the peace agree- 
ment. - The fact that telegraph and railroad 
lines are still down probably explains the 
continued fighting among insurrectos. 

Confidence that order soon will be restored 
throughout northern Mexico was expressed 
by Sefior Madero. 
tions are being resumed in northern Mexico. 

Asked concerning his proposed departure 
for Mexico City, the rebel chief declared the 
only thing certain was that he intended to 
go some time next week. He said he felt 
sure that all the governors named by him 
in the northern states would be chosen by 
the state legislatures, as the Coahuila legis- 
lature already had named Sefior Carranga, 
the only one to whom objection had been 
made.

Data 
of Great Historical Value. 


INTEREST IN NOTED QUAKER 


Documents Discovered Throw Light on 
Founding of Philadelphia. 


(BY CABLE TO TH CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, May 27.—Albert Cook Myers of 
Philadelphia, who is here collecting data for 
the purpose of publishing the complete works 
of William Penn, is making excellent prog- 
ress.. 

Backed by the Historical Society of Phila- 
delphia, Mr. Myers came with letters of in- 
troduction from Secretary of State Knox, 
United States Senator Penrose, and other 
prominent Americans Which have borne gdod 
fruit. 

Perhaps the most tmportant find is a letter 
written by the founder of Pennsyvania, dated 
Philadelphia. 1683, which sheds new light 
upon the founding of the ‘“‘ City of Brotherly 
Love.,’’ Naturally, Mr. Myers will not di- 
vulge its contents at the present time, but 
he said he considers it the gem of the collec- 
tion. 

Another important letter has turned up in 
a private Penn collection belonging to a cer- 
tain duke, which Mr. Myers says throws a 
new light on the German immigration of 
1710. 


Well Treated by Quakers. 

“YT am working hard,” said Mr. Myers, 
‘‘and I have found a great lot of Penn ma- 
terial. It might be termed an embarrass- 
ment of riches I have many new letters and 
interesting material of all descriptions. It 
is gratifying to find the great interest taken 
here in my work. Every one I meet is show- 
ing great kindness. 

“The Society of Friends of the United 
Kingdom has been especially kind, giving me 
a room in its headquarters in Devonshire 
house. It is ifteresting to note that there 
are from 16,000 to 20,000 Quakers in England, 
one in thirty of whom hokds a magisteria! 
position, while over @ dozen are members of 
parliament. 

‘“‘Among those who have given me assist- 
ance is the Duke of Devonshire, whose an- 
cestors were related to Penn, and who pos- 
sess many old Penn papers. The duke ig 
having a special search made for these, 
which he will place at my disposal. 

‘“ Another who has a lot of Penn material, 
including a diary, is Lady Sudeley. who was 
a goddaughter of the last of the Penns.” 


Wearing of Sword Opposed. 

Mr. Myers will be presented to King George 
at the levee on May 20. In connection with 
this some Quakers are of the opinion that he 
should not wear a sword, which is part of the 
court dress. Mr. Myers, who is by birth a 
Quaker, is anxious to please them, but, at 
the same time, he feels that when in Rome 
he must do as the Romans do, or else stay 
away from court.

Enough of Strauss. 

Hammerstein says that he will not produce 
any of the Strauss operas. He adcs that he 
had enough of them in New York. 

“They keep your orchestra busy from 
morning till night every day,”’ he remarked, 
‘+ and it is impossible to run repertoire operas 
with them. No, thank you. We have had 
enough of Strauss.”’ 

Asked whether the report is true that he is 
going to marry again, Hammerstein replied: 

‘‘I'm not divorced yet; but there is no tell- 
ing. Who is the woman this trme?” 

When told his name had been linked with 
that of a well known contralto, he replied: 

“Nothing doing with contraltos. But so- 
pranos "he turned his eyes skyward and 
kissed the tips of his fingers.

LONDON, May 27.—W. W. Astor brought 
down much criticism because of the costume 
he wore at the fancy dress ball given by 
Lord Winterton and F. BH.

BLIND SBE WITH DOG'S BYES 


Restores Sight by Grafting Ani- 
' mal’s Cornea on Human. 


REVEALS METHOD IN PARIS. 


| Tells French Ophthalmological Society 


of Great Discovery. 


[BY CABLE TO THY CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, May 27.—That a person totally 
blind from ophthaimia even from birth can 
be made to see by having a portion of a 
dog’s eye grafted on to his own, was the 
startling communication made by Dr. Borsch, 
an American oculist, is a paper read at the 
meeting of the French Ophthalmological so- 
diety this week. 

In the course of his address the doctor ex- 
plained that as a result of blindess from 
éphthalmia, as also from some other causes, 
the cornea, which isa transparent membrane 
in the front eye, becomes opaque, andin such 
@ case the only chance of restoring sight is 
to replace the defective cornea with a healthy 
one. 

To perform this operation he first operates 

Gn a Gog and lays back from its eye the con- 
junctive, or'skin of the eyeball surrounding 
the cornea, removes a portion of the latter, 
and places it aside in blood serum. He then 
performs a similar operation on the pa- 
tient’s eye, removing part of the front eye of 
the same size as the cornea taken from the 
dog. 
' The dog’s cornea then is placed in position 
on the human eye and secured with stitches 
of the finest possible silk. The surounding 
skin, which had been laid back, is brought 
into place over the edge of the cornea, and 
also sewn. The graft unites with the eye in 
a few days, aided by a temporary glass cover 
to keep it in shape and injections of serum 
to stimulate vitality.

American Reported to Be Prime Mover 
in Pretended Circle of Diplomats, 
Where Visitors Are Fleeced.

BERLIN, May 27.—Americans here are 
interested in the latest gambling scandal, in 
which an American, believed to belong 
to a prominent New England family, seems 
to be one of the prime movers. 

The press announced a few weeks ago 
the formation of a first class international 
Glub, modeled after the well known Trav- 
élers’ club at Paris. An American named 
Praper furnished it lavishly at his own cost. 
The purported aim of the club was to af- 
ford a meeting place of common ground 
for distinguished foreigners. A telegram 
from the kaiser expressing approval was 
read at the inaugural banquet, and since 
then has been quoted by the management 
whenever reports of the real reasons of the 
dlub’s existence got into the papers. 

‘The club really is a gambling house. All 
diplomats are ex officio members, but none 
is seen there except one or two minor South 
Aiterican and oriental representatives. 
Large sums of money change hands nightly 
at baccarat. A mysterious French duke and 
other foreigners of unknown origin seem 
to be associated with Draper in the conduct 
of the club. The members alone see Draper. 
The American colony has no definite knowl- 


édge of him.

LONDON, May 27.—Great interest has been 
aroused in the medical world of London by 
reports from Paris of the cures and improve- 
menty effected in a great number of cases 
of pulmonary and other tuberculoais Cases 
by the administration of a preparation of 
radio-active menthol-iodine. 

This anti-tuberculosis specific was due to 
the researches and therapeutic experience of 
Dr. De Szendeffy of Budapest, and for the 
last three years it has been tested prac- 
tically by Dr. Kertez Aba of Budapest and 
by entirely independent specialista, includ- 
ing in France Dr. Herve, chief physician at 
the Sanatorium des Pins, Dr. Kaminsky, and 
Dr. Michalovici, Dr. Diamant Berger, as- 
sistant physician at the Rothschild hospital, 
and Dr. Carle, the chief physician at the 
sanatorium of Taxi. ey 


Composition of Preparation. 

The composition of the preparation is: 
peptonized fodine, 756 centigrams; menthol, 
6 centigrams; and radium-barium-chloride, 
a tenth of one drop in a solution of ether. 

Dr. Samuel Bernheim, president of 
L'Céuvre de la Tuberculose Humanne, and 
Dr. Louis Dieupart, chief physician of the 
Anti-Tuberculosig dispensary of 8t. Denis, 
read papers this week before a medical so- 
ciety givirig information on the treatment. 

Dr. De Szendeffy had long been experi- 
menting with injections of iodine in the 
treatment of tuberculosis, 


said, and when he communicated his results’ 


to his Paris colleagues they were keenly 
interested, but not surprised, as they them- 
selves had obtained interesting results on: 
the same lines. 

The healing power of iodine, he continued, 
was well known, and had manifested itself 
in the treatment of tuberculosis. There 
were concomitant effects, however, which 
made the employment of this agent almost 
impracticable, such as the almost intolerable 
pain which followed the injections, and the 
specific symptoms of “ iodism" in the pa- 
tient. 

Therapeutic Action Remarkable. 

Dr. Bernheim described the new prepera- 
tion of radio-active menthol-iodine as being 
open to none of these wbacks, and its 
tuerapeutia action as be extremely re- 
markable, if not yet completely explicable. 

Experiments on animals, particularly 
guinea pigs, he said, gave the result of 
complete immunization after the injection 
ef tuberculosis bacilli, which had otherwise 
proved fatal when fully absorbed. 

“ The results were entirely and surprising- 
ly successful,” Dr. Bernheim proceeded. 
“One cubic centimeter was injected dally 
thirty times in succession. In no case did 
the system manifest any of the unbearable 
effects which followed the treatment by 
iodine in pulmonary tuberculosis. 

“There was a distinct improvement after 
ten injections. The blood spitting ceased, as 
did all other distressing accompaniments of 
phthisis, such as night sweats, emaciation, 
lack of appetite, and weakness. The patients 
increased in weight and strength, and the 
physical improvement was attended by the 
most important results in improved psycho- 
logical conditions—the return of confidence 
and courage, which is half the battle in deal- 
ing with this terrible disease.” 


Unhoped For Cures Effected. 

Dr. Bernheim concluded his paper as fol- 
lows: | 

“Ve have studied, observed, and noted, 
and are resolute partisans of radio-active 
menthol-iodine, because this therapeutic 
agent has given us immediate results and 
unhoped for cures. Dr. De Szendeffy and 
his collaborators have the great merit of 
only producing this remedy after they had 
acquired the certainty of its efficacy and 
real action.” 

In London hospitals there is a disposition te 
await further information before forming 
any definite conclusion. The senior physician 
of one of the principal chest hospitals was 
frankly skeptical, and a leading chemist de- 
clared peptonized iodine was impossible. 

‘Iodine in combination with an albumi- 
nous base is known and is in use at the pres- 
ent time,” he said. “It is conceivable this 
might be digested or peptonized, and thus a 
combination of iodine with a peptone be 
produced, but this is not peptonized iodine. 

‘* Radium-barium-chloride is unknown, but 
there is a barium-chloride method of separat- 
inb radium from uranium ores, and possibly 
the radium salt so extracted may be thus 
referred to. Radium salt so extracted can 
be obtained at a price of $75 per gram, but 
anything which can really be relied upon 
would cost quite $100 for a milligram.”

Everybody already 
knows how the drama will end, but the lords 
insist on dragging it out'and pretending 
that they still believe there can be a denow- 
ment, but their object is complete submis- 
sion. 

They still harangue on the exclusion of 
home rule from the veto bill, but this week 
they were again told in language of almost 
brutal plainnesa by Lord Chancellor Lore- 
burn thet the ministry would not entertain 
@ny such proposal or any other modification 
of the veto bill. 

All that the lords will gain now ie a little 
more respite from the final doom. By the 
end of July the veto bill will be a law, and 
from that moment the struggle between the 
parties will be concentrated on home rule,

Interest in Inserance Bi 

So much is the result of the veto struggle 
regarded as foregone that all of the popular 
interest now is diverted to other subjects. 
Lloyd-George’s insurance bill now is the chief 
center of discussion. The complexities of 
the conditions and the innumerable details 
of the measure make necessary a longer de- 
bate than was anticipated and new difficulties 
are suggested every day. 

Thus while all of the political parties still 
unite in biessing the principle of the measure, 
considerable differences as to the details are 
foreshadowed. °

Irish Divided Upon Measure. 

These expressions now are coming, but 
they are notin accord, Many members of the 
Irish party, notably Joseph Devlin, are en- 
thusiastic in support of the bill, but the ma- 
jority of the members still remain silent and 
the final outcome probably will be modifica 
tions in the Irish section of the measure. 

The coronation sentiment was so overdoi._» 
early in the yéar that already there is a 
certain reaction. The prices for platforms 
and houses has slumped slightly, the im- 
perial conference does not attract as much 
attention as was expected, and the general 
impression is that the conference, beyond 
giving a pleasant holiday to the colonial 
visitors and strengthening the bonds of go00d 
feeling between the colonies and the mother 
country, will not materialize into practicaj 
proposals. . 

Liberals will not listen to any suggestion 
of preferential tariffs or any other inter- | 
ference with the policy of free trade, whilé 
the colonies are not ready for any scheme‘of 
an imperial federation which involves any 
possible invasion of their complete freédom 
from interference in their local seif-govern- 
ment. 


Pian Increase in Defenses, 

Some concessions may be made for mutual 
defense, and there may be an increase in 
the material support by the colonies of the 
mother country by larger naval construc- 
tion. Australia, fearing the Japanese pos- 
sibilities, now ig readier to entertain such 
proposals than tn former years. ; 

While the coronation is not likely to at- 
tract such an overwhelming multitude of 
visitors as was originally expected. it has 
let loose over London « great tide of social 
festivities. Fancy dress balls, in some of 
which even the prominent politicians dance 
and wear masks and fancy clothes, take 
place nightly. 

The king and queen, at last liberated from 
the restriction of a year’s mourning for the 
late king, now join the gayety, giving balig, 
dinners, and luncheons and going to the race- 
courses and theaters, and iondon is gayer 
than for many years. 


Session May Reach Fall. 

It now is probable that parilament will 
sit into the middle of August, for the gov- 
ernment adds a new item every week to the 
already gigantic program. Churchill seeks 
legislation for shorter hours for store 
employés and for greater safety in the mines. 

Sidney Buxton, president of the board of 

trade, is pushing through the copyright bill. 
As that measure largely affects the literary 
and dramatic interests in America, I am 
glad to say that the measure, which last 
week seemed hopeless, owing to the strong 
differences between the copyright and anti- 
copyright sections, now is reaching smooth 
waters, owing to friendly negotiations and 
judictous compromises. 
Another addition to the heavy legislative 
program comes in the bill to relieve the 
trade unions from the prohibition against 
subscribing funds for political purposes, 
Bince the Osborne judgment this measure 
may prove difficult.

Funeral of Dead Tyranny. 

And the whole surroundings amid which 
this great suicide was committed were calcu- 
lated to increase this sense of a great funeral 
of a dead tyranny. Lord Lansdowne spoke 
amid the dead silence of the men whom his 
advice had ted to destruction and whom he 
Was now going to sacrifice on the altar of 
gefeat. The old Tories wil) cry out ajoud 
against this terrible surrender, and even 
Lord Lansdowne himself seemed to be speak- 
ing not in the hopeful language of a man 
who was going to win, but with the funereal 
accent of one who knew that he wes slaying 
with his own hand the order and the epoch 
fm which he had lived and thrived. 

Lord Lansdowne is the kind of aman whem 
nature and antecedents fit admirably for the 
position of a leader in the house of lords 
He speaks with hesitation and frigidity, two 
most necessary qualities for any one who 
addressed such am assembly. For never 
Outside a place of worship wae there an 
audience so deadly still as the house of lords. 

In that respect it is an extraordinary con- 
trast to the commons. The house of com- 
‘mons is rarely still even for a moment. 
Every speaker is interrupted at every sec- 
ond sentence by either the quiet “ Hear! 
hear!’’ which means intellectua] assent, or 
the loud and prolonged “Hear! Hears!” 
which are translated by the reporter into 
loud, prolonged cheers. 


No Discord Greets Speaker. 

But in the house of lords the orator passes 
from his exordium to his peroration with- 
out being interrupted by any sound what- 
ever. 

It is lke a visit to the Elysian fields, as 
described by Homer, where the heroes of old 
walked about in spectral forms. 

The best description of the gituation would 
mot describe properly and edequately the 
intolerable dullness of the last stages of the 


_ fight over the veto bill in the house of com- 


mons. During most of the time the house 
Was absolutely empty—just half ea dozen 
men listening or pretending to listen to the 
speaker, his accents as depressing as the 
gurroundings. It was plain that his heart 
Was not in the discussion, that the fight was 
virtually ended. 

And there was an almost grotesque con- 
trast between surroundings so peacefu!] and 
the loud declamations of the Tory orators 
against the upheaval, the revolution, and all 
the other hot, volcanic words that were ap- 
plied to the veto bill. A Tory journal put 
the case extremely well:, “ The old cons«i- 
tution of England was passing away,” it 
said; “it might have been expected to pass 
away in blood and tears; as a matter of 
fact it was passing away amid yawns.”’ 


Veto Bill Not Rejected. 

We see now pretty well where we are for 
the immediate future. The veto bill will not 
be rejected on the second reading; whatever 
bad amendments are suggested by the house 
of lords will be rejected promptly by the 
house of commons. The lords will make 
some final attempts at getting a compromise 
before they surrender. These attempts will 
fail, and by the end of July or the beginning 
of August the veto bill will have become laid 
and the omnipotence of the house of fords 
will come to an end. 

This creates an entirely new situation fn 
the whole range of British politics, and the 
consequences will be vast and immediate. 

‘How wi!l' the transformation effect home 
rule? 

The prospect is brighter than it ever was 
for many long years, but there are certain 
drawbacks in the veto bill fer home rule 
which have to be taken into account. Under 
the veto bill there must be two years' delay 
before the house of commons can withstand 
the opposition of the house of lords. 

Two years is a considerable period in the 
ever shifting world of politics, and a gouéd 
deal may happen. If, for instance, there was 
@ series of bye-elections and these went 
uniformly against the Liberals, it is possi- 


¢ ble that the chances of home rule would be 


prejudiced. 


Liberals Gain Every Point, 

I don’t think myself there is much Ifkeli- 
hood of any such tide rising against the Lib- 
erals; at the present moment everything is 
going their way and every move by the 
Tories, instead of hurting, helps them. At 
the same time everybody can see what an 
advantage it would be to home rule if the 
question could be settied in one year instead 
of two. 

And this has revived the idea that. after 
all. the Tories, seeing how hopeless further 
struggle over home rule would be in the 


face of the disappearance of the veto, may 


be ready for a cal. So far as the bulk of 
the Tories aré concerned, they are quite 
ready to seitie the Irish question; their dif- 
ficulty is with the small group of irrecon- 
cilables from the north of Ireland who are 
still living im the sixteenth century of re- 
ligious and racial bigotry. 

What the Tories will de in the immediate 
future, of course, is to wait until the govern- 
ment has passed their home rule through the 
house of commons. 


Lloyd-George’s Presence Felt. 

They woukd be more than human if they 

éid not hope that in a measure so complicated 
there would always be a possibility of the 
‘government breaking at some paint, either 
by difference of opinion between them and 
the Irish members or by some breaking in 
of the Liberal ranks themselves. 
contingency is in the least likely, I believe, 
thé Liberals end the Irish realizing how 
tremendous wou!d be the disaster of any such 
ruptite between them and the Liberal 
ranks are also kept solidly together by their 
common interests and common risks. 

But when once the next home rule bill has 
been steered successfully through the house 
of commons I do not rule out a deal between 
the English parties as impossible. 

The reappearance of Lloyd-George in active 
politics is already producing considerable 
changes. There is a greater spirit of energy, 
hopefulnees, and self-ccnfidence ip the Lib- 
era! ranks. 


Quick Changes in Health.

GAINS BY PEACE 


ject Lesson to Other Latin 
Republics. 


SHOWN IN TRADE REPORT 


Foreign Commerce Grows Under 
Protectorate of the United 
States. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington. D. C., May 27.—(Special.J— 
“Give the turbulent countries of Central 
America and the West Indies peace,” con- 
cludes the observer after careful study of 
their condition, “and you wil) assure their 
economic prosperity, stability of govern- 
ment, and development in civilization.” , 
Santo Domingo, the island ward of the 
United States in the West Indies, is a strik- 
izg illustration of the truth of this aphorism. 
The bureau of American republics has just 
iseued a statement on the foreign commerce 
of the Dominican republic in 1910, which is 
important not alone because of its descrip- 
tion of the success of the American financial 
protectorate over that island but as pointing 
the way to the pursuance of this policy in 
Central America and certain republics of 
Scuth America. 
With Honduras and Nicaragua this govern- 
ment has. just negotiated treaties looking to 
the application in principle of the Dominican 
idea. 


Some Features Objectionable. 
It is unfortunate that the Honduran ar- 
rangement, which will be the base for that 
being made with Nicaragua, contains objec- 
tionable features which will prevent its rati- 
fication by the United States senate. 
But if these objections should be met—if 
tre administretien should modify the in- 
strument so as to resemble that made with 
Santo Domingo six years ago—favorable 
action may. be expected, and then peace and 
prosperity may confidently be counted upon 
in Ceniral America. | 
The total value of the foreign trade of the 
Dominican republic during the year 1910 was 
$17,107,314, an extremely large sum, espe- 
clally when compared with the returns for 
the year preceding American intervention. 
For the year 1904 it amounted to only $4,973,- 
791. Thus, during the five years of American 
control of the customs, trade has more than 
trebied. 
Customs collections from all sources in 
1910 yielded $3,203,426, while for 1904 they 
amounted to $1,958,471. 


Collection System Gets Credit. 
The greater revenue from customs has been 
derived not from any increase in duties—as a 
matter of fact, they have been lowered, espe- 
cially upon articles of prime necessity—but 
owing to the fact that customs dues actually 
ere collected, which they were not when Do- 
minicans handled the revenue, and are en- 
tirely accounted for. 

When Santo Domingo was financially in- 
dependent its customs sometimes were col- 
lected by government agents, sometimes by 
revolutionists. They frequently were diyert- 
ed into private pockets. They were farmed | 
out. Moreover, a condition of revokition was 
permanent, reducing the producing and buy- 
ing power of the people. 

Under the treaty with Santo Domingo 
United States officials collect the customs, 
turning over to the treasury of the republic 
ali except $1,200,000 annually and one-half 
cof any surplus in receipts over $3,000,000. 
The money withheld is deposited in New 
York, where $1,000,000 is used to pay interest 
o1. the bond issue of $20,000,000, and the bal- 
arce forms a sinking fund for the redemption 
of the debt. 

Up to date the sinking fund amounts to 


$549,875. 

Financial Position Assured. 
Thus the country’s financial position has 
beer put beyond question. Internally, Santo 
Domingo has enjoyed a longer period of 
quiet than ever before. The value of peace 
is shown by the devélopment of the resources 
uf the country. For example, cotton has be- 
come a new element in Dominican commerce. 
In common with other parts of the West 
Indices, Santo Domingo posgesses a profitable 
enatton area... But it has lain idle until within 
the last two years, when a start was made in 
the cultivation and marketing of tnis unil- 
versally demanded staple. Cotton, there- 
fore, is contributing its portion as an increase 
to the natural resources of the country, for 
lana has been found thoroughly adapted and 
is being used for cultivation that formerly 
remained untilled. 
Returns so far are both satisfactory and 
significant. While the quantity of cotton ex- 
ported was not great, yet the relative in- 
crease in acreage and yield has been such 
during the course of but two years the 
natural conclusion is warranted that this 
etaple speedily will take place as a product 
of magnitude in connection with the other 
cuminodities grown in Santo Domingo. 


Conditions Continue Propitious, 
During 1910 the total cotton exports amount- 
ed to 62,622 kilos, valued at $17.674, of which 
the port of Monte Cristi shipped 47.335 kilos, 
valued at $13,962: Puerta Plata, 14,531 kilos, 
valued at $3,574 Minor transactions made 
up the balance of the total. 

The full meaning of the above commercial 
returns may be well understood in con- 
nection with the foreign trade movement 
of the country when it is recorded and con- 
sidered that the production and exportation 
of cotton from Monte Cristi in 1910 more 
than doubled over the year preceding. All 
conditions have continued prosperous, so 
that indications for the future are encourag- 
ing for this recent factor in Dominican busi- 
ness enterprise. 

With reference to the combined foreign 
trade of the year, the United States main- 
tained the position of commercial supremacy, 
the total with that country reaching $11,400,- 
828, a decided gain over the year before. 

It is proper.to state in this connection that 
the showing is somewhat misleading, be- 
cause of the fact that a large part of the 
sugar exported to the Unitcd States did not 
g6 into consumption there, but was trans- 
shipped cn later dates to more profitable mar- 
kets, principally those of the United King- 
dom. ; 


Cacao Shipments a Factor, 

The same comment applies to cacao ship- 
ments, made originally to New York but sub- 
sequentiy diverted to European ports. On 
the side of imports the United States ftupplied 
more than al! the other countries colléctively 
that participated in the trade. Germany oc. 
cupied the second position with an aggregate 
value of $8,176,274, which also was an in-

Suit by Belgian Princess. 

Princess Louise of Belgium. formerly 
Duchess of Coburg. is plaintiff in a lawsuit 
now proceeding in Brussels. She is the eldest 
daughter of the late King Leopold II., and is 
suing the Belgian government for her fa- 
ther's fortune, which the government holds. 

Belgian law prevents a parent alienating 
more than a certain proportion of hie fortune 
from his family. The princess asserts that 
her father broke this law by bequeathing 
immense sums to fictitious societies with the 
sole and openly expreseed intention of disin- 
heriting his daughters. 

Leopold's only son died in 1860 at the age 
of 10. From that moment he hated his three 
little daughters, it is declared. Before he 
died he sold everything in his palaces, from 
his parents’ portraits to hie servants’ liv- 
eries, and almost with his last breath ordered 
Baron Goffinet to make a tour of the kitchens 
and stables and to search every board so 
that “‘they/* his daughters, ‘eypuid find | 
nothing. 

In order to disinhertt his children Leopold 
formed foundations and societies to which 
he left immense sums. One of these, the 
Foundation of Niederfulbach, is almed at in 
Princess Louise’s present suit. 


Urges Science of Eating. 

The ola saw about eating to live, not living 
to eat, does not solve the food problem to the 
satisfaction of Prof. Landouzy, dean of the 
medical faculty of Paris. What humanity 
needs now, he says, is a proper comprehen- 
sion of the importance of scientific nutrition. 

He has just submitted to the French So- 

ciety for Dietetic Hygiene a great amount of 
statistical information gathered in the course 
of many years, and he declares that man- 
kind’s most important and vita] question, 
the alimentary problem, has been left com- 
pletely to empiricism. : 
“A science of dietetics doesn't even exist!" 
exclaims Prof. Landouzy. ‘ Man has alweys 
shown far more interest in the correct feed- 
ing of his animals than in the feeding of 
himself. Mankind may be divided into two 
classes: those who don’t know how to eat 
and who eat not knowing what, and those 
who do know, or ought to know, such as 
physiologists and physicians, but who don’t 
care what they eat.”’ 


Military Rules Are Lessened, 
Measures to relax ‘the excessively rigid 
noiions of military honor held in the Ger- 
man army have been engaging the kaiser’s 
attention for’ some time. At present of- 
fivers for a whole series of offenses which 
are not punishab.e by ofdinary law are 
gent before courts of honor, and if con- 
victed are dismissed from the service. Many 
of these offenses are trifiing and a: ise.from 
feuaal ideas of military honor. The diemissal 
from the army. seriously injures an officer 
if he tries to embark upon a civil career. 
The kaiser has resolved to abolish this 
aromaly. The courts of honor will remain, 
but an officer will have the choice whether 
to appear before them or not. If his offense 
is of a kind not punishable by ordinary law 
be will have a chance of resigning his com- 
mission instead of being tried; he will simply 
be listed as having resigned. 
hHiow ‘great this reform will be may be 
judged-from the fact that many officers have 
had their lives ruined owing to adverse 
judgments of courts of honor on such trifling 
charges as ‘“ submitting to insults from 
civilians’’ and ‘‘ being in compary with 
Socialists.” 


Kaiser’s Trick Aids People. 

Some years ago it came t& the ears of the 
kaiser that in German middle class families 
in @hich there were numerous unmarried 
daughters there was often a good deal of a 
struggle to live and to keep up appearances, 
the women not being taught any trade. It 
was to correct this sort of thing that he had 
“the apple of his eye,’’ Princess Victoria 
Louise, taught to be a milliner. 
For months, morning after morning, a 
young milliner came to the Imperial palace 
at Berlin and initiated the princess into the 
mysteries of hat and bonnet making. It is 
even hinted that the milliner suggested to her 
young pupil that the mode as followed by 
her mother and herself was anything but up 
to date. Be that as it may, the princess en- 
joyed her lessons, though history does not 
record whether she ever wore a hat trimmed 
by her own hands. 

But the emperar achieved his object, and 
crowds of impecunious women took to learn- 
jhg millinery, in imitation of the Princess 
Victoria Louise.

We 
must excuse these officigis, therefore, if they 
present us with romances instead of facis 
They know no better. When one reads the 
pleasant looking statistics of assessment. in- 
crease of population, numbers of acres, kinds 
of soil, irrigation, rent; and so on, one ig 
apt to imagine that all our revenue admin-

Taxed to Bamine Point. : 

“The few English officials in each dia- 
trict have something more important to do 
than to attend to the detaile of the tax 
gathering, so as to know how the peoplo 
live.

From the beginning the British raj twisted 
the tax screw. He at once began to rear a 
more costly governmente)] edifice than the 
country could afford. A certain district was 
taken over. Its rent roll at once increased 
by nearly $40,000, because the more “ benefi- 
cent” British rule was worth the price. The 
district was already povery stricken. Famine 
followed. Rente had to be emitted. Over 


y 400 estates were sold for taxes; more would 


have been sold if there had been purchasers. 
There was much fraud in the sales. 

Though the assessments were several times 
revised, the. district officer complained of 
high taxes and declared that at least three- 
fourths of the land had changed hands in 
thirty years. During the next thirty years 
no less than 1,508 villages, or portions of 
them, changed hands. Proprietors have been 
in a chronic state of transfer since the com- 
mencement of thecentury. . 

Harrowing Tales of Poverty. 

This was no exception. “All over India, 
except in Bengal, proteceted by the Perma- 
nent Settlement so much grieved over by 
many Anglo-Indians, the same thing has 
gone on-—is going on today The taies of 
poverty one comes across in all reports upon 
the condition of particuler districts are per- 
fectly harrowing.

Here is an extract from 
one On famine, prepared before the big fam- 
ines descended like the’ blighting blast of 
a furnace: “The right of the cultivator to 
mortgage the public land has made him the 
slave of the money lender; government rent 
must be paid on the day it becomes due: it is 
rigorously exacted by the officials, and as 
the bunyia is the only capitalist within reach, 
the cultivator gives a charge on the land 
and hands over all his crop to the bunylaasa 
wecurity for the cash advances. An account 
is opened, the cultivator is credited with the 
value of his crop at the low price prevailing 
after harvest, and from week to week as he 
requires food or seed it is doled out to him. 
and he is charged at the retail price fixed by 
the seller, with interest at a rate propor- 
tioned to the risk. Difficutties and disputes 
arise, the courts are appealed to, litigation be- 
gins, the pleaders find employment, and the 
time and attention of the civil officers, Euro- 
pean and native, are occupied in adjusting 
questions which otherwise would not have 
arisen. The law necesearily enforces con- 
tracts, and in all parts of India the courts are 
crowded with litigants, the losing parties 
being generally the cultivators, who when re- 
duced to extremities sometimes resort to riot 
and bloodshed, as in Sonthal and the Dec. 
can.”

When that is not the 
case the English capitalist himself controls 
cultivator, crops, and everything—is, in fact, 
the usurer. 

‘Once sold, the crops are hurried out of the 
country by the railways, and when scarcity 
arises the people have no stores of food to 
fall back upon nor money to buy with. Give 
people a little help towarde devising @ rem- 
edy for a condition of things which. if left 
untemedied, will as certainly cause our In- 
dian government to collapse in bankruptcy 
one of these days as it now causes ever-re- 
curring famines. Tle hard and fast money 
rent of shifting amount, and liable to be in- 
creased all over India outside Bengal, every 
thirty years or oftener, is possibly an ex- 
cellent stimulus to the foreign trade of the 
empire, and it is death to the natives. A "e- 
turn to the old tithe system, however, would 
make India hopelessly bankrupt in two or 
three years. 

- Hard to Get Financial Truth. 

“In dealing with budgets, most Indian 
financiers take refuge in ‘‘ ifs” and “‘ migt 
have beens’’ to an extent which makes it 
difficult to pin them to the actual truth. They 
are always manufacturing surpluses out’ of 
fanciful arrangements of the figures, and the 
worse the deficit, the greater, as a rule, the 
energy with which this is done. 

“The whole of the pretty tabric thus labort- 
ously put together stands on an ‘ if’ and ah 
‘ exception.’ There is no more valid reason 
for excluding war and faming from the ac- 
count, if a true statement of Indian revenues 
and expenditure was to be placed before the 
country, than there was ior excluding the 
governor general's saxiary. Nothing is ga‘ned 
in clearness by this farciful way of dzaiing 
with figures; it only contributes to that state 
of self-delusion wuich eppears to be the 
Anglo-Indian’s Nirvana. ‘If one had eaten 
nothing last year, what a surplus one would 
haye had,’ might be just as sensibly said. To 
get at the truth, then, about these twelve 
yeers, we must include war and famine; nt 
only 80, we must include ‘ public wotks,’ and 
that, too, without regard to the Anglo-Indian 
digtinction of ‘ reproductive ’ and ‘ ordinary.’ 

‘It is a horrible thing that every other 
year some millions of our fellow gubjects in 
India should die literally of starvation, and 
that men like Indian bureaucrats generally 
should ding into our ears, amid the groans 
of ithe dying, that all is well. All cannot be 
well with the trade of India oppressed by 
the overweight of debt and home cnarges,

Stockholders of the different elevated rail- 
roads are urged by the interests in the 
merger deal to be prompt in the deposit of 
their steck under the plan. Putting together 
the roads has been such a laborious propos!- 
tion and one accompanied by so many un- 
certainties that a prompt acceptance of re- 
jection of the plan is desired. 

The committee in charge of the underwrit 
ing and the scheme as a whole consists of 
Frank Vanderlip, president. and Samuel Mc- 
Roberts, vice president, of the National City 

bank of New York and Henry A. Blair. 

This same banking interest called off the 
deal last summer when the money market be- 
came unfavorable, and in the present in- 
gtance the bank has two out of three votes 
in the committee. Mr. Blair could be over- 
ruled if in the opinion of the City bank peo- 

_ ple the volume of deposits of stock should be 
unsatisfactory. At present there is unanim- 
éty and a desire to carry out the deal. The 
time for depositing stock will be designated 
@s June 15. If therefore the shareholders 
agree with the directors of the several com- 
panies, the deposits of stock, to guard against 
any slip-up, should be made within the 
period named. 

Mr. Blair will leave for New York this 
afternoon to confer with the underwriting 
committee.

The Friars” 


The Friars is an organization. of press 
agents, managérs, actors, authors, news- 
paper men, composers, playwrights, maga- 
zine writers, and favored business men. 

The origin of the organization is interest- 
ing. The club was started originally by a 
few press representatives of the leading the- 
eaters in New York. who gathered for the pur- 
pose of combining to kill off the ‘* deadhead,” 
& laudable purpose, in which they had the | 
encouragement and aid of every first class 
newspaper in the country. For, be it known 
that, in the east particularly, there have been 
country editors who would calmly sit down 
and ask for tickets each week from each the- 
ater in the big city. 

No family or several families could posai- 
bly use such an aggregate of tickets in one 
week, and an investigation disclosed that 
the butcher, the baker, and the candestick 
maker enjoyed these privileges in return for 
which he hended im to the country editor re- 
| celpted bills for merchandise delivered. It 
was aimed at the individual particularly 
whose claim to the courtesies of the the- 
ater consisted largely of stationery with the 
name of a newspaper or magazine printed 
conspicuously at the head, but which other- 
wise had no. éxistence.

The value of such an organization speedily 
made its Impression on the leaders of the the- 
atrical on, and as a consequence other 
reforms wer e {naugueated which enlisted at- 
tention of those not directly connected with 
the local theaters in Gotham. The influence 
of the organization extended rapidly and soon 
weekly meetings were held on Fridays ata 
popular chophouse In New York. Like the 
little peach in the orchard the club grew and 
érew unttl public dinners became a feature 
of thé organization—the first one honored at 
such a feast being the late Clyde Fitch.

THE LIVING EXHIBIT. 

There is no doubt that the most inter- 
esting feature of the Child's Welfare ex- 
hibit, now closed, was the children them- 
selves, the children engaged in their 
school activities. The somewhat depress- 
ing character of the booths on the main 
floor was more than offset by what could 
be seen in the school annex upstairs. 
Without this latter the exhibit, we fear, 
might have repelled rather than attracted. 
As a physician said on this point: “The 


exhibit which opens to the public a view ) 


of waste and disease only is unsound. A 
pathologist who loses his educational san- 
ity is doomed.” 

But the living exhibit was an object les- 
eon in how our public school system utilizes 
in deeds of usefulness and beauty the tre- 
mendous energy of the new generation. It 
was, likewise, an exhibit of the splendid 
manner in which the system has been vita]l- 
ized ever since Mrs. Young has taken the 
management of our schools. 

It is mainly due to this remarkable 
woman that teachers and pupils now de- 
mand and get fresh air into otherwise 
stuffy and insanitary schoolrooms: that 
kitchens and cooking have been intro- 
duced as a part of the curriculum in all the 
schools; that manual training now takes in 
every boy in the grammar and elementary 
department; that sewing is now taught in 
every school; that puwhlic health is now 
taught; that rhythmic exercises bring their 
lesson in health, grace, and joy; that the two 
year high school course was introduced; 
that swimming has been encouraged; that 
the new vocational school for girls was 
established; and that nine schools now 
have social centers. | i

The American student of Italian history 
will agree with Ferraro. The struggles of 
‘the great city-republics for independence 
and self-government emphasize the need for 
centralization, forunity. Federalism, in the 
sense of mere confederation, would never 
serve, There must be many years of cen 
tralized unity before such an organization, if 
ever, could hope to survive. 


WHY KEEP UP A LOSING BATTLE? 

Nearly every industrial law of a remedial 
character which has been enacted in Lllinois 
has been opposed by the mantifacturers af- 
fected by it. It has been fought by them 
in the legislature, before the governor, and 
in the courts. Therefore it is the cause of 
no surprise to find the employers demanding 
that Gov. Deneen veto the liability bill and 
the workingmen’s compensation bill. He 
should not be influenced by them. The bills 
should be signed. 

- It would be better for the manufacturers 
to accept the situation gracefully instead 
of prolonging a contest which can end only 
in defeat. The rising tide: of popular senti- 
ment which demands the industrial legis- 
lation the manufacturers are opposing can- 
not be stopped by anything they. may say 
or do. The sooner they understand that the 
better will it be forthem. They would have 
displayed greater wisdom if they had not 
blocked legislation in the past by lobbying 
against it. | 

These laws will not hurt the manufa 
turing industries of Illinois. No industry 
can be injured by the fair treatment of its 
wage earners. No better method of provid- 
ing Illinois manufacturers with an ample 
supply of competent workers could be de- 
vised than that of giving them rights not 
<yet granted in some other states, — 

But whatever the reasoning of self-in- 
terest may be, the public conscience demands 
that the principle of compensation for in- 
dustrial accidents be established in place of 
the present unjust and wasteful system of 
litigation. The objectors to this carefully 
considered law are setting themselves 
against @ social reform which they as citi- 
zens ought to support, rather than obstruct. 
Other states have passed or are consider- 
ing laws to inaugurate this reform. Illinois 
should take its place in the line. 


DIAZ IN EXILE. 

The sudden departure of Dias from. the 
land he has ruled so long should surprise no 
one. It is not the custom of dethroned 
monarchs or deposed presidents of Latin- 
American republics to haunt the scenes of 
their past grandeur. No matter how cheer- 
fully they may seem to accept the changed 
order of things, the new rulers distrust them 
and wish they would go to the ends of the 
earth. 

Diaz, oM and feeble, is no longer to be 
feared. If he, wished to remain in Mexico, 
doubtless he would be allowed to do so. 
After Santa Anna had upset Mexico many 
times and had been exiled often, he was per- 
mitted to return when he was a broken 
down, spiritless old man and die in his own 
country. 

One can understand why Diaz might not 
wish to stay. He must have made impla- 
cable personal enemies. Now that he is no 
1Gnger to be surrounded by troops, he might 
not feel himself safe. His enemies would 
not be likely to pursue him across the At- 
lantic, They might follow him to his native 
city of Oaxaca if he were to retire there. 

Life in a provincial town would be dul] 
and wearisome after a residence of thirty 
years in the national palace. He and his 
family would miss “‘ the pomp, the pride, the 
royal show” to which they have become 
accustomed,. In Madrid he will be a per- 
sonage, while in Mexico he might be only 
a suspect. From ‘his point of view and that 
of the men who have deposed him it is better 
that he should go at once. 


WEATHER TALK. 

Only in the United States is the topic of 
weather omnipresent and perennial. Only 
with us does the average man and woman 
make it a subject of perpetual thought and 
acute examination. The thermometer in 
America is a household pet. No home is 
without at least one. The daily newspa- 
per places in a conspicuous position the offi- 
cial record of the variations of temperature, 
and we all solemnly note at the breakfast 
table that at such and such an hour of the 
preceding day the mercury registered such 
rand such a degree. | 

Among other peoples there is no such ip- 
terest. When there is a violent change or 
a great excess of beat or cold, some few of 
the more exact may talk of degrees, but nor- 
mally weather is good or bad, hot or cold, 
oppressive or refreshing. There is no such 
elaborate detail as to heat units and humid- 
ity as Americans delight in. 

This American interest in weather prob- 
ably had its beginning in the conditions 
which the colonists confronted. Coming from 
a relatively mild and equable climate, they 
must have found the changeful violence of 
New England weather a serious problem. 
It wrecked their crops. It assaulted their 
lives. It was a fierce foe, the niost terrible

Contrary to general belief, Emperor Mene- 
lik {s still alive. But he has been for nearly 
two years past not only completely paralyzed 
physically, but also mentally. Infact, he has 
neither the will nor the means of making his 
wishes known. Before he was overtaken by 
this iliness he appointed one of his most 
trusted generals, Ras Tassama, the governor 
of the province of Gore, to be regemt, pending 
the minority of his grandson, the Crown 
Prince Jyassu, which is Abyssinian for Jesus. 

The regent has now died, and since it is only 
the emperor himself who has the power to 
appoint a regent, and the emperor is incapa- 
ble of doinganything of the kind, the question 
arises as to what is the right thing to do. 
There are some who advocate the imme- 
diate coronation of the crown prince and his 
proclamation as negus, thus bestowing upon 
him the power to appoint regents to admin- 
ister the government of the Ethiopian empire 
during his minority. But there is a strong 
religious prejudice against elevating him 
to the throne, and especially against conse 
crating him as sovereign, as long as Menelek 
remaing in the land of the living. 

The leading man in the Abyssinian capital 
since the death of the regent seems to be 
‘Ras Abate, brother-in-law of the late regent, 
and at his suggestion a council of five of the 
leading stateemen and generals of Abyssinia 
is being formed, presided over by the Abuna 
or Archbishop Matthias, which is to take 
charge of the government of Abyssinia until 
the crown prince is in a position to assume 
the reins himself, either as regent or as 
emperor. 


—~—>— 

Champions of the equal rights for women 
movement may be interested to learn that 
in the seventeenth century a remarkable 
woman, the widowed Countess of Thurn and 
Taxis, for upwards of twenty years filled the 
office of postmaster general for almost the 
whole of continental Europe. It was an 
office calling for the greatest amount of 
administrative ability and energy. For in 
these ‘troubled times, when there were no 
railroads or steamships, when highways 
were infested with robber barons and bandits 
of high and low degree, and when war rather 
than peace constituted the normal state of 
affairs; the conveyance of mails wasattended 
by much difficulty and danger, calling for 
both naval and military protection. 

The office of postmaster general of the Ger- 
man empire has been hereditary in the his- 
toric house of Thurn-and Taxis since 1608, 
and up till about a quarter of a century ago 
the conveyance of the mails was a monopoly 
of the family, which now has to be content 
with the mere title. 

Leonard II., Count of Thurn and Taxis, 
second to hold this hereditary office, died sud- 
denly in 122, when his son was a year old. 
His widow, Countess Alexandrine, a daughter 
of the noble house of Von Rye, was there- 
upon appointed by Emperor Ferdinand LI. 
acting postmaster general for the entire Ger- 
man empire during the twenty-four years of 
minority of her boy. She was likewise ap- 
pointed postmistress general for the Neth- 
erlands, for Lorraine, and for Burgundy; 
while King Philip IV. of Spain, a member of 
the Hapsburg dynasty, further nominated 
her to be postmistress general of his penin- 
sula kingdom. 

She administered the office to the satisfac- 
tion and to the admiration of everybody; and 
when her son, after attaining his majority, 
took over from her the duties of postmaster 
general for all those various countries he 
found everything in apple pie order. It was 
hie son who was raised to the dignity, first 
of all,.of Prince of the Netherlands and then 
to that of Prince of the Holy Roman empire. 
, Twelve years ago the present chief of the 
family, Alwert of Thurn and Taxis, whose 
mother was the eldest sister of the late 
Express of Austria, was created Duke of 
Worth and of Donaustaufen by the regent of 
Bavaria. He is married to Archduchess 
Marguerite of Austria, to whom he pre- 
sented, on the occasion of his wedding, a 
rether unique gift, namely: the most lux- 
uriously equipped private railroad train in 
Hwurope. 

A superb Flemish tapestry, dating from 
1650, and adorning the walls of the palace at 
Ratisbonne, represents the Countess Alexan- 
drine of Thurn and Taxis on horseback, in 
her robes of postmistress general of the em- 
pire.

“When in 1840 Admiral the Prince de Join- 
ville, the sailor son of King Louis Philippe, 
conveyed back fromthe island of St. Helena 
to France the remains of Emperor Napoleon 
to rest in the palace of the Invalides, on the 
banks of the Seine, he brought along with him 
the big tombstone of the island grave in 
which the body of the emperor had lain for 
close upon two decades. They were three in 
number, and immediately after Napoleon's 
death had been taken from the floor of the 
kitchens of Longwood, in order to serve for 
the purpose, nq other stones being just then 
available. 

Amidst all the pomp and pageants that 
marked the arrival of the body of Napoleons 
from St. Helena at Cherbourg, the tomb- 
stones were forgotten at Cherbourg and re- 
mained in the dock yard there under a shed 
until a few months ago, only partially shel- 
tered from damage due to weather and care- 
lessness. Indeed, as the present generation 
qf government employés at the arsenal at 
Cherbourg, and the generation that pre- 
ceded it, knew nothing about the stones, it Is 
a wonder that they are still in existence. 
They were discoyered there by Gen. Niox, 
who is not only the commandant of the palace 
of the Invalides, where the veterans of the 
French army find @ home, but also the direc- 
tag of the army museum, housed in the pal- 
ace. He has had them carefully brought from 
Cherbourg to Paris, and resisting the efforts 
to induce him to use them in the construction 
of a reproduction in the Invalides’ sTrounds of 
the tomb of St. Helena, as,savoring too much 
of make-believe, he has considered it more 
dignified to lay them next to one another 
in the form of a species of table, before the 
altar in one of the chapels of the Church of 
the Invalides. 

There is no inscription on the stone. It 
may be remembered that the English gOV- 
ernor of St. Helena, Gen. Sir Hudson Lowe 
refused to permit any other inscription than 
that of “ Gen. Bonaparte,” and that the em- 
peror’s attendants, sooner than permit his 
superior title and his name of Napoleon to be 
ignored, preferred to leave the tombstone 
without any inscription at all. Gen. Niox has 
laid on the stone a brass Plate, bearing the 
lines of a celebrated verse of the poet Lamar- 
tine, beginning:

It stops moral 
lesion by the most potent of moral antiseptics, 
love itself. It heals the diseases of the soul, 
not by the crude methods of bleeding and 
blistering, incantations and amulets, but by 
the rational scientific principle of “assisting 
nature to throw off the poison."’ 

It goes to the seat of life and empowers 
there. It stimulates the white corpuscles of 
the spirit to devour and destroy all deadly 
microbes and dangerous bacilli. 

It is significant that all through the middle 
ages men worshiped a woman with a baby in 
her arms.

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The most valuable recent addition to the 
teaching répertory of the plano pedagogue 
has just been issued from the press of the 
Fischer company, New York. Itisa two vol- 
ume work by Robert Foresman and Arthur 
Edward Johnstone, designed tosupply a long 
felt want and, at the same time, to bring the 
lHterature for the beginner in pianoforte in 
line with the modern pedagogic principles 
now being applied with such marked suc- 
cess in the teaching of music in the public 
schools. 

Mr. Fioresman is responsible for the peda- 
gogic principles embodied. He hae been an 
active agent in revolutionizing public school 
mueic where it is now well established that 
the student’s beginnings in music should be 
musical, not technical. The beginnings of 
music iteelf having been musical—that is 
having consisted of the free and spontaneous 
melodic utterances of the folk song—it is 
comparatively easy to find abundant ma- 
terial simple enough to be employed in the 
first lessons in vocal music. But there wae 
no such materia) available in piano litera- 
ture. All simple piano music thus far has 
been written to teach the rules of rhythm, 
notation, and keyboard mechanics. It can- 
not be called music, It is so much etude ma- 
terial, utterly dry and uninteresting as a 
thousand piano teachers will testify. 

It has long been felt that the mechanical 
principles embodied in this tedious material 
could just as well have been expressed in 
attractive melody, and several gifted com- 
posers, such as Mrs. Crosby Adams of Chi- 
cago, have endeavored, with varying success, 
to meet this need. But Mr. Foresman is the 
first to formulate the problems of the key- 
board of notation and of rhythm in logical 
order and to présent each ifn attractive mel- 
odic guise. Evidently Mr. Foresman has 
had the advice of some well informed piano 
teacher, for the grading of the work is fault- 
less, yet so elastic that it will meet all needs. 
He has been equally fortunate in securing the 
services of such a versatile composer as 
Arthur Edward Johnstone of New York and 
his collaborator, Mr. Loomis. 

Mr. Johnetone has written all the music to 
order, but has displayed a positive genius 
in making the little five-finger tunes attrac- 
tive, worthy, and even beautiful. They rep- 
resent music that perfectly suits the child

All will agree that it is the business of the 
must Bic teacher to teach music. All music 
teachers will testify that they have long 
regarded certain unmusical detaile of a 
technical nature as a necessary preface to 
the teaching of music; that the general prac- 
tice of the profession has been to begin the 
study of music by teaching things that have 
only an arbitrary and artifictal relationship 
to the art.

They have suppiied 
what the teaching repertory of the instru- 
ment has long lacked. May the welcome ac- 
corded them by the profession be in propor- 
tion to the value of their service! 
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Five charming little lyrics called “‘ Rose 
Songs,’ by C. Patrick McDonald, have been 
set to music by William Polla and have just 
been issued from the press of the Vander- 
sloot Music Publishing company, Wiliiams- 
port, Pa.

Could this expanse of our lake be broken by 
an archipelago, how much more interesting 
it would be! 

The scheme is to construct a harbor at once 
practical and ornamental. It will please the 
eye, be an addition to an already attractive 
shore line, and fi a long felt want. The fact 
that there is no harbor between Chicago and 
ifilwaukee has for more than a generation 
heen one of the plaints of our yachting fre- 
ternity, also a menace to it. If this under- 
taking goes through—and there is every rea- 
#on to think it will—it will, as I began by say- 
ing, bring a new element into the rural life 
ef that district, open a fresh field for sport, 
pleasure, and display. 


. Possibilities Almost Limitless. 


To polo, hunting, motoring, ewimming, golf, 
and tennis can be. added yachtirg, motor 
beating, sailing, rowing, canoeing, and other 
methods of navigation. Races of all kinds 
can be inaugurated. If some of the million- 
aires who infest that.region tire of eighty 


borre power automobiles as a means of get-.

The islands which will grow up, if enough 
encouraged by enterprising villages, will be 
delightful places for picnics, gratefut and 
breezy refuges om hot summer days.

For Chicago's three generations the lake 
has been neglected as a source of enjoyment, 
except fort & siiall band of irrespressible 
yachtsmen.

But we have usually sold our 
birthright for a mess of pottage, so that there 
are few public’ bathing beaches along Chi- 
vago’s twenty-five miles of lake front, and 
the pleasure drive, which should run right on 
the edge of the bluffs*etween here and Mil- 
waukee, is made impossible by private own- 
ership of this land that overlooks the lake.

Perhaps there ig nothing in it, but it does 
look a@ trifie suspicious, as if after all there 
was something in it. At the annual meet- 
ing of the American Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Infant Mortality, the 
bureau of the census gave out some interest- 
ing official figures, from which the editor of 
the Woman's Journal deduces the auspicious 
fact that out of eleven countries having the 
lowest death rate among children under 1 
~ear of age, nine of those countries have 
«iven their women the parliamentary suffrage 
and the two others, Sweden and Depmars, 
have given their women the municipal vote. 

In this remarkable showing the United 
States of America stands twenty-second on 
the list, but even so our figures are not ex- 
act as are those of the other countries shown, 
but are “approximated ” because “ we are 
the only civilized country not having a com- 
piete registration of births and infant deaths.”’ 

America, boasted land of progress and re- 
form, in its own estimation, at least, lags be- 
hind Japan, Finland, Bulgaria, Servia, and 
other countries, which we, in our supreme 
egoism, have thought benighted. There is 
only one salve for our feelings in this official 
list, and that is that Germany lags behind 
us in this matter, Spain, Ceylon, and Jamaica 
standing between us and the kaiser’s splendid 


country.

In view of the fact, however, that we are 
the only civilized country not having a com- 
plete registration of births and deaths it is 
doubtful if we deserve the position of twenty- 


» gecond in the line, for our figures, being only

Burely it can scarcely be a mere coinci- 
dence that thosecountries where women have

among infants! It must be more than a 
mere coincidence, for remember these fig- 
ures are official; they are not wild guesses, 
but figures compiled by the bureau of the 
census at Washington. It is hardiy to be ex- 
pected, however, that the census bureau 
would figure out the reason or see the coin- 
cidence that in those countries where equal 
rights prevail there also is a low death rate 
among young infants. 
= 

Those who face the facts of life squarely 
and honestly know that human life is today 
so bound up with law and law making that 
where women have power and can codperate 
in the making of laws and in the choosing of 
representatives there the lives of infants are 
likely to be carefully conserved. Naturally 
women are interested in saving child life. 
They know the cost of the creation of life, 
and, being the ones who pay the cost, they 
are the ones most vitally interested in con- 
serving that. for which they pay so dearly. 
They have another reason, more altruistic 
than the one just noted—they really want the 
ehildren to live because they love them! 

Looking at the matter squarely, however, 
it ie net to Be wondered at that a body of 
men not sufficiently enlightened to pass a 
bill providing for the accurate keeping of 
vital statistics should put en end, ta one for 
woman suffrage or the’ other way around.

There is much to think of in this official 
list of infant deaths, especially when we 
think of it in connection with the work of 
our last legislature, for among the tmpor- 
tant bills killed during the last session was 
the vital statistics bill and the bill for wom- 
an suffrage.

SPECTACULAR FIRE TODAY

Indianapolis, Ind., May 27.—[Specia}.}— 
Tomorrow will witness, the most surprising 
spectacle ever seen on an automobile track. 
The speedway over which the big 500 mile 
$40,000 race is to be run on Decoration day 
will be closed to the forty-four machines 
which for the last two weeks have been 
engaged in practice rounds. As soon as the 
valuable racers have been removed a safe 
distance froni the danger zone the torch js to 
be applied to the two and one-half mile brick 
ellipse, which cost nearly $1,000,000 to con- 
struct, for the purpose of burning off the oil. 
The firing of the big speedway, which is to 
be carried out under the direction of officials 
of the race, has been made necessary by the 
danger caused to drivers of the contesting 
cars by the oi) coated surface of the track. 
With a dry surface the danger attending the 
Titanic struggle among over two score of 
speed creations would be great enough, but 
with its present coating of cylinder oil the 
danger is greatly increased. 


Track Now Dangerous. 

Thousands of rounds have been made by 
the racing cars ih their practice flights, and 
during the tryout spins countless gallons 
of oil have leaked on to the speedway. The 
slippery path has steadily widened until now 
it reaches to within twelve feet of the outer 
edge of the track. Many narrow escapes 
have been experfenced by the drivers, who 
have been compelled to use extreme care to 
prevent their cars from skidding on the turns. 

Many plans for obviating the danger have 
been considered, and at last the officials de- 
cided to burn the ofl off. In the morning 
eprinkling wagons filled witn gasoline will 
éietribute the tnflammable fluid over one 
section of the surface ata time, after which 
it will be set on fire. When the entire track 
Pas been treated in thie manner other 
svrinkling wagons filled with a solution of 
Ive will be sent over the course, and it is 
thought the process w''' regult in the removal 
of the laSe trace vr oli. As the practice of 
Monday morning will be the last allowed 
before the big race, it is thought the surface, 
will be kept dry and fast for the running 
vf what promises to be the greatest motor 
car race of all time. 


Rest for Race Drivers. 

Arrangements for the big race are being 
completed rapidly, and Monday should find 
eli in readiness to receive the hosts that are 
expected to pour into the city from all over 
the country. Most of the managers of racing 
teams have taken their men away from the 
city and located them in training camps at

It is a significant fact that these racing 
drivers, who usually are in happy-go-lucky 
moods, are beginning to realize the eerious- 
ness of the coming contest and the necessity, 
of conserving all their faculties for what un- 
dgoubtedly will be the grearest event of their 
career They admit that the coming race, 
with forty-four cars compéting over a two 
and one-half mite course, will be attended by

Cambridge, Mass., May 27.—The fleet and 
enduring runners of Cornell did their part 
today for their university’s athletic suprem- 
acy when they won the intercollegiate track 
and field championships of the Harvard 
stadium for the fourth time if eleven years. 
They counted 30% points. Yale was second 
with 24%, and Michigan third with 24. -— 

‘The meeting was made historic by the 
breaking of five intercollegiate records and 
the equaling of three others. One of the new 
marks, that for the mile run, made by J. P. 
Jones of Cornell, stands for the world’s ama- 
teur record. His time, 4:15 2-5, is one-fifth 
of a second better than the record of Tommy 
Conneff, that has stood for sixteen years. | 

Other events in which former efforts were 
surpassed were the half mile and two mile, 
the shotput, and pole vault. while thope 
equaled were the two dashes and the quarter 
mile. : 
| Final Event Decides Meet. 
There was a grand fight for honors he- 
tween Cornell, Yale, Michigan, and Penn- 
sylvania, but the first two colleges left the 
others behind and came down to the 220 yard 
dash, the final event, with Cornel) leading 
by three points. In this event Ford of Cor- 
nell finished second to Craig, the Michigan 
sprinter, while Thatcher of Yale was shut 
out. . ; 
| Records began to fall with the shot put, in 
which Joseph Horner Jr. of Michigan tossed 
the sixteen pound pellet 46 feet T% inches, 
beating the record of 46 feet 54% inches. Then 
came the mile run, in which Jones aliowed 
Maul of Pennsylvania, holder of the record 
of 4:17 4-5, to make the pace for three-quar- 
ters of the distance.

Warm weather ig what they want, and warm 
weather is fitted for the practice of their 
unique vocations, if such may be. Certain 
work can be done only at certain seasons, 

“Mush fakers,’- “ki-wahs,” peddlers, 
street men, fakers, photo men, “ high pitch ” 
and “jow pitch” men, railroad laborers, 
farm hands, migratory workers, * pan- 
handlefs,”’ “ yeggs,’’ tramps, beggars, bums, 
book agents, gypsies, ‘‘ odd jobbers,” circus 
and park showmen meke up this army ot 
summer workers. 

The ‘mush faker’ is the umbrella mender. 
Strangely enough he waits for the cold rains 
of. April to cease before venturing abroad, 
and he wanders from town to town all sum- 
mer. The “ki-wah man” seeks the rivers 
and streams for bendable wood which he 
makes into baskets, flower stands, and fancy 
furniture more or less useful or ornamental. 
To the fraternity he speaks of his goods as 
* ki-wah,” a word probably of Indian deriva- 
tion. Peddlers of all descriptions are apt to 
wait for the second breath of spring. Street 
men who peddle all sorts of knickknacks 
and gimcracks are almost ready to venture 
forth. Fakers, who sel] everything and any- 
thing, usually “ phoney ’’ or shoddy goods. 
Photo men, who’take “ cabinets’ and tin- 
types in “‘yap”’’ towns. “ High pitch men,”’ 
who “spie)"*or “ bark” their wares while 
standing upon boxes, sometimes with a tank 
light. ‘*‘ Low pitch men,’’ who are content 
with a stand or “tripod "’ of “ junk,’’ which 
they sell while standing upon the ground 
where little or no talking is required. 

Then there is an army of railroad laborers, 
farm hands, migratory workers who travel 
from state to state and winter in the cities; 
panhandlers, who beg money upon the streets 
wherever they go; “ yeggs,"’ the professional 
beggars, who need no introduction. In police 
slang yegg means tramp crook; in hobo 
slang yegg Means professional beggar. This 
sometimes causes-a confusion in slang. 

Included also are tramps who work and 
tramps who do not work and tramps who will 
not work. Contrary to the popular opinion 
the latter are the least numerous. Beggars 
and bums are by the wholesale, with book 
agents who sell books in hot weather only, 
thus saving their feet from cold and their 
stomachs from hunger, if they hustle hard 
enough, maybe. Gypsies who “ lay up” for 
the winter in the tenements and send their 
children to school, and the city shelters not 


a few of them, are there; and “‘ odd jobbers,” - 


~who swarm into the subyrbs, avenues, boule- 
vards, and country towns. The majority of 
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them will become discouraged within a few 


weeks,

T seems to me the buying public has a 
complaint against manufacturers and re- 
tailers who, in addition to their names 
and trademarks, cover their product with 
brands, shop marks, series numbers, and 

other unsightly hieroglyphics. When a man 
buys an article and pays the full price for it 
why should he furnish the maker and the job- 
ber and the retailers with a free advertise- 
ment so long as he uses the article? 

I was presented with a pair of hair brushes 
recently. They are rather“nice looking 
brushes and I should be reasonably proud 
of them had they not been deliberately dis- 
figured. All round the edge agly figures and 
letters have been pounded into the wood, 
In addition to the name of the make? of the 
department store where they were bought 
there are euch items as “‘real ébony.’”’ “guar- 
anteed,”’ “ 534,975,"" and a row of five small 
and meaningless rosettes. Where one of the 
figures failed to come out plain it has been 
recut. 

I suppose it would never occur to the aver- 
age purchaser to regard these marks and 
symbols as a blemish, he is so used to seeing 
things he buys hacked up in this way. But 
if his baby or the family pup should add one 
or two marks of the same general character 
he would be shocked. 

“There is some reason why the manufac- 
turer’s name should appear on an article, es- 
pecially where it can be put on the inside, 
as on a hat band. The purchaser derives 
a certain benefit from knowing the maker of 
a g@od or bad article. Waiving the question 
of the value of the name of the retailer on 
such an article as a hair brush, there is ab- 
solutely no reason or excuse for a lot of 
numbers, checker’s marks, etc.

Two Classes of Buyers. 

As @ general proposition, I submit that 
it ought to appear easy for one to sell one 
of the best things in the market of the 
world. 

It ought to appear simple enough, too, that 
after the instrument is sold a wholly sat- 
isfied customer is inevitable. 

The fact is, however, that if you warm up 
the head of the establishment sufficiently 
he’li Jump on the dear public so hard with 
both feet that it could imagine that a con- 
cert grand piano hed hit it in the neck after 
a fall of five miles. . 

In the first place, there are two distinct 
classes of piano buyers. In the first clades 
are the maturing piano students, the suc- 
cessful teacher, and the master of music 
and of piano technique. In the second and 
almost illimitable class is the genera! public 
which wants a “ good plano” in its house. 

Here are the musiciang in the smaller 
class of purchasers. On the other side ils 
the general public which can afford it, buy- 
ing the piano for the home. Of course, one 
guesses in a moment which class of customer 
is hardest to satisfy. Or dues he? Does 
he think it is the skilled musician? Not 
by a million miles. It is the everyday, aver- 
age public which starts the hollering and 
which won't shut up! Listen to the plano 
man for the explanation for the easiest com- 
mon sense guess in the world. 


Musician an Easy Customer. 

When a person is a graduate musiciant.s 
knows just what kind of instrument he 
wants. He knows where he wants the instru- 
ment placed, and he knows something about 
tlie acoustic properties of his piano room. 

“Give me that type of man or woman,” 
deciares the piano man, “ and I don't care if 
he telephones his order in—andé often he does 
that thing? 

“ What ls our reply? Wesay to him, ‘We'll 
‘havé7a man over to see you at your earliest 
cohventénce,’ and we make the appointment. 
One of the best salesmen in the house meets 
the appointment. This will bea‘ best ’ sales- 
man fn the sense that on any point where the 
musician may be doubtful of tone effect from 
the instrument in fts environment, our man 
can assist him.

“I have sometimes thought that we might 
have an industrial commission. The inter- 
state commerce commission exercises con- 
trol over our railroads. A similar body of 
public officers might have some control over 
interstate products and ascertain essential 
incustrial facts.

He starts out 
and finds half a dozen families who will be 
“ delighted " to take a certain number of 
eggs and a certain number of pounds of but- 
tér off his hands at stated intervals. If he 
has found only four or five families to enter 
the compact, he is likely to discover on the 
first ‘3tpment that one family has backed 
out, while at the end of two or three months, 
this enterprising pioneer is forced to

ELLING popcorn is a little business 
that pays enormoug profits on the sig- 
nificant capital invested.

Her home is near a railroad and 
only a few hundred yards from the spot where 
all the passenger trains going into the city 
slack up, and often come to a dead halt. She 
got the idea for this business by seeing the 
newsboys hop on the trains with papers and 
magazines. For @ trial she bought @ bushel 
of corn in the ear and made balls and bare 
and little. forms like a croquette. She put 
syrup on some and salt on others. She then 
hired two boys to sell them. Both boys re- 
ported the crequettes with salt as being the 
best sellers. Now after three years she says 
that they are the greatest money makers of 
the three varieties, so many people appearing 
to prefer the salt to the sugar, although it is 
well to have both kinds on hand. Candy 
stores are also good buyers of popcorn, and 
now that we are Grawing toward the vacation 
season there could not possibly be any better 
pléce for such a Dusiness than at ® popular 
summer resort. | 
Corn in the grain costs about 3 cents a 
pound, an@ a pound of it when popped sells 
for at least 50 cents. You are-sure to make 
money at the business if you but half try.

The above bits of evidence are mere straws 
to show how the wind blows. Uncle Sam 
has a mighty stack of them tn his department 
of agriculture and his mail is loaded with 
similar letters each day. He is teaching the 
south how to raise cotton and corn and ts 
creating a revolution which has already add- 
ed hundreds of millions to our national 
wealth. He has now something like 90,000 
men and almost an equal number of boys 
who are raising corn under government di- 
rection, and thé result is the creation of a 
new industrial empire. 

* s 


. More Corn Raised. 

The corn crop of the south during 1910 was 
one-third of that of the whole country. It 
Was nearly 1,000,000 bushels, and at the 
low price of 50 cents a bushel it was 
worth $600,000,000. It exceeded by many 
millions the output of the gold mines of all 
the world for that year, and not counting the 
value of the fodder was more than half the 
value of the cotton, including both lint and 
seed. The increase of the corn crop of nine 
southern states over that of 1909 was more 
than 158,000,000 bushels, or a value of nearly 
$80,000,000, and this increase is 45 per cent of 
the total increase in’ corn for the whole 
United States during that year. These states 
were Virginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana, Arkansas, and Texas. The total crop, as 
I have said, was almost 1,000,000,000 bushels. 

One billion bushels! Asa whole the figures 
stagger the mind, but load the corn upon two 
horse wagons at a ton to the load and let each 
team take a space of forty feet on the road- 
way and the train of teams would reach al- 
most eight times around the globe at the 
equator, the first wagon being nearly 200,000 
miles distant by the time the last wagon was 
loaded.

Experiments Are Public. 

But the work is just at-its beginning. It 
was originated and organied by the late Dr. 
Knapp only about five years ago. But there 
are already 200,000 farms scattered over the 
southern states on which experiments are 
being made by bays and men as to the new 
ways of corn culture, and each of these is a 
school for the community where it lies.

these experimental plantations set out close 
to the roads so that the people can see the 
results as they go by on the way to or from 
town. They have organized farm.clubs in 
several thousand -communities and have 
caused the institution of hundreds of county 
fairs in the interest of improved agriculture. 

Not only the government but the states, 
counties, and towns are interested in this 
movement and are giving to it large sums of 
money. The appropriation of congress last 
year was $250,000, but to this $113,000 was 
added from the Rockefeller fund, and many 
thousands were given by the business organi- 
zations and the bankers, merchants and 
weaithy men of the various communities. 

* | 
Talks with Farmers. 

I wish I could give you some idea of the 
results that have already been accomplished. 
I have spent the week at the agricultural de- 
partment talking.with the agents of the farm- 
ers’ codperative demonstration work who 
have just come in from the fields and who are 
handling this enormous mass of correspond- 
ence. I have also talked with Mr. Knapp, 
who, lke his father. the late Dr. S. A. Knapp, 
has special charge of this work. 

They tell stories of hundreds of farmers 
who within the Jast three or four years, 
through proper farming, have climbed over 
the hill of difficulty into easy street, and ofa 
large number who are'making big sums of 
money.. One man, for instance, a Mr. T. O. 
Sandy, bought a tract of land about three 
years ago south of Richmond in Nottaway 
county, Va. 

He paid $4 an acre for it and began to raise 
hay after the rules laid down by the depart- 
ment. At the end of two years he was get- 
ting five tons of hay per acre from that $4 
land and was selling the hay at$25aton. In 
other words, his gross income from land that 
cost him $4 per acre was $126 peracre. That 
man is still farming. 

One of Uncle Sam's clerks has bought 1,200 
acres within twenty-five miles of the national 
capital and he is putting it out in corn after 
government methods. 

The land cost him $10 per acre, and it Is 
close to the railroad, within easy acess of 
Washington, Baltimore, Philadelphia and 
New York. The scientists of the department 
tell me that the land needs only cultivation 
and the right crops to make it produce as 
much cern as the best soil of Lilinois, Kansas 
or Towa: Hm is within a half hour’s ride by 
rail of Washington city, and it was bought 
at a much lower price than that of the second 
class lands of Texas or other states beyond 
the Mississippi. 

Another farmer was induced;to cultivate 
five-eights of an acre of cotton after govern- 
ment methods. His plantation was then 
producing something like 200 pounds of lint 
to. the acre. He began his experiment in 
1908, at which time he could not afford to

These 
boys are in seven or eight hundred different 
counties, covering all the states of the south. 


* They belong to corn clubs which have. 


beén organized in various localities and 
are working for prizes offered by the bankers, 
merchants, board of trade, county clubs and 
public spirited individuals of their neighbor- 
hoods. They are also working for the prize 
given to the best boy corm raiser of their 
respective states, consisting of.e diploma 
from the .department of agriculture ahd a 
free trip to Washington, where they may 
spend a week, and see the President and 
congress and the interesting features of our 
national captial. 

The prizes given to such boys by the locali- 
ties*last year arpounted to $40,000 and more. 
They will probably be twice that this year. 
They consist of cash, farm implements, 
ponies, pigs, bicycles, watches, guns, books 
and everything which will tend to gladden a 
boy’s heart and make him work. 

‘The number of southern boys competing 
in 1910 was, according to the government 
rolls 46.225, Each of these planted an acre 
of:.corn and worked it under government 
directions, producing crops which staggered 
their respective communities. In Missis- 
sippi, where the average corn crop last year 
was less thas twenty bushels per acre, forty- 
eight of these boys raised on the average 
ninety-two bushels per acre,,.

The boys corn clubs of the south have al- 
most doubled this year, and they will prob- 
ably double again the year following. The 
boys belonging to them are from 10 to 18 
years old, and some of the big prize winners 
are only 12. That is the age of Joe Stone of 
Georgia, who was so emal! that his father 
came with him during his free trip to Wash- 
ington. Nevertheless, he produced more 
than 102 bushels of corn on an acre. 

The rules of this worksprovide that each 
boy must plant his own crop and do his own 
work. He must present the results to the 
county superintendent of ecucation. He 


must gather the corn and weigh it, and the .

witnesses, who have to sign a certificate. 


The boys must study the instructions given 
them and follow directions. Each has -to 
write the history of his crop and how he made 
it. and the prizes are awarded not only on the 
number of bushels produced, but on the profit 
and the character of thecorn.

n Air Bedroom

If you live on the top floor and have access 
to a fiat roof, the open air bedroom presents 
little difficulty. Your makeshift sense will at 
once point to one of canivag or wire screening 
that ts quite the equal of an expensively de- 
vised and laboriously constructed one which 


a carpenter will set up for you or build into. 


your balcony. The simple rope or canvas 
tent or the lawn tepee of khaki cloth can be 
erected and removed with little trouble on a 
flat room that may be swept clean whenever 
necessary. The canvas should be attached 
go that it may be turned back on all sides 
after dressing and undressing. Such a sleep- 
ing tent need not be Mirge, and when set up 
in the center of the roof is generally remote 
enough from the street not to attract the 
passerby. When the roof is fairly deep, with 
& parapet, a small tent could hardly be seen 
from the street below. . 

A 7x7 foot box frame covered with wire 
screening, and large enough for a bed and 
standing space, would be still more con- 
venient and stable and not much more ex- 
pensive. Some made to order roller shades 
for each side would enable you to shut out 
the light and inquisitive eyes whenever neces-

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Of course every house has-not a flat roof, ' 
aad every flat is not on the top story. For 
the average flat dweller the nearest approach 
to an open air sleeping room would be the 
back perch, But back: porches seldom look 


‘feasible because of the many things that hob- 


nob there and the ramshackledom that often 


' prevails; and then too curious flat dwellers 


passing back and forth would make you hesi- 
tate. However, if the back porch is more 
agreeable to you on hot, stifling nights than 
stuffy inside “court rooms,” you might try 
an experiment. The corner of the porch 
farthest away from the stairway can easily~ 


“be kept free of the usual accumulations. 


Roller curtains of awning material may be 


“Made to order and Wastened between the 


porch braces about six feet from the bottom. 
When drawn ciear to the bottom of the three 
exposed sides you will still heve plenty of 
fresh air from above. 

The roofs of broad flat topped bay windows 
may be made the foundation of a small open 
air sleeping space by means of the same 
material. But in this case a large box frame 
fitted firmly on top of the bay window must 
be used. The awnings are attached to the 
top beams, over which canvas. may be 
atretched like a canopy. Of course the bay | 
window must have arailing or parapet; other- 
wise screens or reed curtains raised up from 
the bottom must be substituted for the awn- 
ing, to prevent danger of stepping over the 
edge. When the bay window foundation is 
smal} a screen cube solidly constructed with 
stout flooring may extend beyond the outer 
edge one or two feet. 

Windowless attics are proverbDially hot and 
stuffy and hardly suggest any open air sleep- 
ing possibilities. But some one. has turned 
one of thesd into the next best thing to an 
open air bedroom, A fairly wide space was 
cut out of each slope of the roof on opposite 
sides, and broad, specially devised screens 
were hinged into the spaces in the summer 
time. In thé winter and during wet weather 
the original cut out parts of the roof, secured 
with hinges; are made to fall back. Such an 
attic rapm is as airy as an open air wens 
poreh.

Gales’ Run Fails in Purpose. 

A recent dawh across the continent which attracted 
much interest was the run of C. G. Gates, son of John 
W. Gates, from Yuma, Colo., to New York City. An 
interesting point in this run is that it began as @ 
race with death to bring the young capitalist to his 
family physician in the east for treatment for blood 
poisoning and ended as c race to throw every opposi- 
tion in the way of Mrs. Gates, formerly Miss Mary 
W. Eggar of St. Louls, getting a divorce. Gates is 
said to have hoped to reach New York in time to 
secure a reconciliation. 

The Gates run, 3,004 miles, was made in 74 hours 


‘12 minutes, but it did not prevent the divorce. The 


distance from Chicago to New York, 974 miles. was 
covered in 987 minutes and the final 143 miles at a 
mile a minute, including stops. The biood stirring 
part of such a race is over the mountain divisions 
where the twisting track hangs over chasms and 
death follows the slightest accident. 

The work of the Gates train is shown here in @ 
comparison with the Rock Island Golden State limited. 
Between El Paso and Tucumcari, 321 miles, the regu- 
lar time of twelve hours was cut to eight, an in- 
erease of speed from 27.7 to 41.3 miles ah hour. Beé- 
tween Tucumcari and Herington, 467 miles, five miles 
an hour was added. To Kansas City, 150 miles, one 
hour was cut from the four of the regular time, an 
increase Of practically seven miles an hour. The 
run of 336 miles to Kansas City was made in one 
hour and twenty minutes under the 9:20 Golden State 
schedule. Between Rock Island and Chicago, 182 
miles, 11.4 miles an hour were cut from the regular 
time. | .

Two Notable Runs by Harriman 

Harriman in¢1905 and 1906 made two notable runs. 
In October. of ‘the former year he crossed from Yoko- 
hama to Jersey City. He left the Japanese port at 
5:29 p. m., Oct. 13, reached San PFrancisco at 10:28 
a. m., Oct. 28; left Oakland, Cal. at 3:30 p.m. the 
same day and arrived in Jersey City at 7:43 p. m. 
‘Oct. 26. The ocean run, 4,636 miles, was made at an 
average rate of 18.12 knots an hour and the land dis- 
tance, 3,239 miles, at an average of 44.3 nilles. He 


crossed the continent {n 78 hours 12.minutes, There 
was no spectacular speed anywhere in this run, but 
it is perhaps the record from eastern Asia to eastern 
America. It- grows spectacular when compared with 
Jules Verne’s once sensation, the world trip in eighty 
days. 

Mr. Harriman, the following day, made a trip over 
the Uhion Pacific and the Lake Shore from ocean 
to ocean at an average speed one mile an hour faster 
than his former trip. This average, 45.30 miles per 
hour, hardly compares with Walter Scott's mad whirl 
over the Santa Fé at the rate of 50.4 miles, including 
all delays. The New York Central sent a special from 
New York to Chicago, 965 miles, in March, 1909, in 
15 hours 43 minutes, an average speed of 62.54 miles 
an hour, which is the eastern record. The Pennsyl- 
vania in October, 1905, made the run of 257.4 miles, 
Crestline to Clark Junction, at 74.5 miles an hour. 
This was pure speed craziness, for it was done en- 
tirely for the amusement of a party of railway men 
from other parts of the country. 

For thirteen years now the Camden-Atlantic City 
passenger has made a daily trip of fifty-five miles at 
a@ rate of sixty-eight miles an hour.

Race Against Time Dramatic Climax, 

When Kipling wrote “Captains Courageous,” the 
dramatic climax of the book rested in the race of 
Harvey Cheney, the railroad magnate, from tidewater 
to tidewater in 87 hours and 65 minutes. This seemed 
too fast for possibility at the time, but the record 
was soon taken from Kipling’s fiction by fact. Henry 
P. Lowe, chief engineer of the United States Steel 
corporation in 1903, first showed that Kipling’s imag- 
ination for once had not been equal to the situation. 
He traveled over the same lines, the New York Cen- 
tral and the Santa Fé, but going in the opposite 
direction. While in New York he had received news 
of the critical Niness of his daughter in Los Angeles 
just as Harvey Cheney of Kipling’s tale had learned 
of the rescue of his long lost son. An added inter- 
eet belongs to the real romance, for from Kansas 
City west the wires were down and Lowe could not 
learn whether his daughter was alive or whether he 
should arrive (which he did) to find her deed. In 
point of speed the real journey beat the fictitious 
one by exactly 14 hours 14 minutes. Thé.time from 
ocean to ocean was 73 hours 21 minutes, Which was 
the record dash for some tiie.

Way trains were drawn by horses. In 

the whole world there were not 300 miles 

of railway. The world was moving slow. 

Until one stops to think of it one does 

not realize how completely this ts the 

century of speed. One hundred years ago 

life was move’ at a snail's pace. Man’s 

efforts at speed up to that time had brought but pitiful 

results. Almost everything that makes for speed in 

travel, in manufacture, in life of every kind has been 

invented, or at least brought to practical perfection, 
within the hundred years. 

In 1811, 100 years ago, there were, practically speak- 
ing, no railways, no steamboats, no telegraphs, no tele- 
phones, no sewing machines, no printing presses better 
than Franklin’s. There was no electrical machinery, no 
power cloth making machines except the first crude 
loom, no sewing machines, no typewriters, no -agricul- 
tural implements, no traction engines, no automobiles, 
no motor boats, no motorcycles, no mining machinery, 
no bicycles, no street cars—horse or otherwise—no aero- 
planes, no rapid fire guns, no linotype machines, no cot- 
ton gins, no calico printing machines, and almost no 
machinery for the manufacture of any article whatso- 
ever. 


* 
Century Makes Big Difference. 


Can you realize what life would be without any or 
these speed machines? Think of it; think of the differ- 
ence in the speed of travel, and manufacture, and war, 
and life génerally—-1811 and 1911. Whereas today an 
ordinary printing press produces.20,000 complete papers 
in an hour, the best press of 100 years ago could not 
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produce as many in a dozen hours. The piece of cloth 
that cost days of work upon the hand loom in 1811 can 
be «oven together now. almost in a moment. The mes- 
a@age that then meant days and weeks of dangerous 
travel and possible death can now be delivered almost 
instantly. The journey that then wonld have taken 
months, if it were possible at all, can now be performed 
in two or three days. The farmer who spent days 
upon the tillage of a little plot of ground can now 
care for the same field In as many hours. 

The whole routine of life has become a speed problem. 
Man labors no more than he did 100 years ago, but he 
labors faster. He travels no more, but he travels faster. 
Time has become money, and speed counts for every- 
thing. The man who made hundreds of dollars 100 
years ago would make his hundreds of thousands now. 
The same man who spent lavishly in those days would, 
spending on the same scale now, be called a miser. Life 
is growing faster and faster. Social life a century ago 
was slow and ceremonious. The dizzy whirligig of so- 
ciety as it is today would have been looked upon then 
as a mad dream.

Easy Method of Comparison. 

Tf yon want to comprehend the slowness of speed 
100 years ago look into the railroad situation in those 
days. Imagine yourself a traveler in 1811 and rush off 
to the railway station—if you can find one. The rapid 
transit of 100 years ago was even worse than the old 
Tnhion transit. 

Not until 1820 was the first malleable iron rail rolled. 
Tt was fifteen feet long—a triumph of up to date methods 
—and a great improvement over the old cast fron ralls, 
four or five feet long, four inches wide, and one and 
three-fourths inches thick, which was the standard in 
1811. But the traction power was horse power, supplied 
‘Dy a real horse, and the load was coal. The traveler 
in a hurry -walked. 

In 1804, seven more than 100 years ago, Richard 
Trevithick tried a locomotive on the Merthyr and 
Tydvil railway in Wales. It hauled ten tons of coal at 
five miles an hour and was the speed sensation of the 
world. In 1812 Blenkinsop used locomotives between 
the Middleton collieries and Leeds. But they were not a 
Success. Not until 1814, already within the 100 years, 
did George Stephenson build an engine which, on the 
Killingsworth horse railway, pulled thirty-five tons of 
freight at four miles an hour. Here steam had reached 
such perfection that it could hold its own against the 
horse teams, and was allowed to work side by side with 
them. In 1825 Great Britain had twenty-eight rallways 
of from four to thirty-five miles fin length, the total 
mileage being 400. But they were all horse lines.

Stephenson’s Engine Maroel of Time. 


Not until Sept. 15, 1830, far within the 160 years of 
Speed did steam railroading really begin. Then Stephen- 
son produced a speed marvel that, on the Stockton and 
Darlington rallway, hauled twenty-two wagons of pas- 
sengers and twelve of coal, ninety tons in aggregate, at 
an average rate of five miles an hour, including a terrific 
Durst of speed that brought the time up to twelve miles 
en hour. But even then the engine was only accepted as 
=e ag | ns cane It was admitted as a coal heuler,

In the United States the first rattway is sald to have 
been a street car line, a horse line on Beacon street 
in Boston, in 1807, but its existence has been disputed. 
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In 1899 a line three-fourths of a mile 
long was built by Thomas Deiper from 
his quarries in Delaware county, Pa. In 
1827 two’ horse lines were built, three 
miles in length, from Quincy to Newport, 
Mass., and at Mauch Chunk, Pa. The 
track was made of iron straps on wood 


stringers, fastened to stone blocks. In 


1829 the first steam train was run from 
Carbondale to Honesdale by the Delaware 
and Hudson canal company, predecessors 
to the present railway company of that 
name. The first) steam locomotive built 
@nd regularly used in the United States 
was in 1830, on the Carolina line. The 
following year the Baltimore and Ohio, 
then fifteen miles long, also launched into 
@ steam locomotive. Speed was a queer 
thing in 1831. 

Upon the water, also, speed was ‘slow. 
The first commercial success, and there- 
fore the first real steamboating, was in 
1807, August 7 of that year, when Robert 
Fulton launched the Clermont, built on 
the Hudson and engined for the English 
shops. The Clermont on her first voy- 


age steamed all the way down the Hud- 
on from Albany to New York City in 


‘The 
first steamboat success in England was 
not until 1811. In 1813 the Demologos, 
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the first steam oceangoing ship and man .

Sails Great Aid to the *‘ Record.” 


In 1819 the Savannah crossed the Ate- 
lantic from Savannah to Liverpool in 
twenty-five days and created worldwide 
enthusiasm. But the Savannah would 
never have made this time by her enginés 
unaided, sails helping her attain this mar- 
velous speed. The Savannah was 100 feet 
long and 350 tons. In 1834 the Sirius 
crossed the Atlantic in a record breaking 
drive of 161 miles a day, She burned 
450 tons of coal and was so expensive 


she did not ray. It was not until 1839, 


when the century was 28 years gone, that 
the Cunard company was founded and the 
first regular steam service begun. These 
early steamers were marvels of speed, 
but pieture them in a race with the ships 
of today that cross in less than the five 
day limit! | 

The beginning of the 100 ‘years shows 
@ pitiable speed as compared with ours. 
Yet the man of that day thought he was 
doing marvels. Think of sending impor- 
tant. business messages by fast mes<sen- 
ger. Think of an age so slow that it 
had no telegranhs. no telephones, no heiio- 


graphs, no electric signals, nothing but a Paul Revere 
person killing horses and himself to make fifteen miles 
an hour. The first practical telegraph was not patented 
until 1837. §. FP. B. Morse had made commercial use 
of the ideas of Joseph Henry. The first practiea! tele- 
phone system was not patented until March 7, 1876, only 
thirty-five years ago. The motor vehicles the motor 
boats, the bicycle, the aeroplane are all matters of recent 
date. We are still gasping at the speed made by 
.gome of these. Perhaps 100 years from now history 
will look. upon us_as slow and speediess as the men of 
1811 now seem to us. 

As in communication and transportation, so also in all 
the commercial life of the world, speed was a snail's 
pace as compared with today. The first really practical 
sewing macnine was patented by Elias Howe as late as 
1846, but even that was a hand crank affair. Not until 
1851 did Isaac Singer apply the foot treadle to Ameri- 
can machines. Power machines did not come in for 
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years following. Think of the difference in speed of the 
housewife stitching the household clothing by hand or 
by the little hand crank machine and the present day 
factory driven machine from which the stitches fly.

One hundred years ago the power loom was just com- 
ing into general use in the large plants. Elsewhere the 
hand loom turned out the homespun to clothe the family. 
Edmund Cartwright spent a fortune in bringing to prac- 
ticability the first power loom, in 1808. Within the 100 
years almost:every power tool used in the fabric in- 
dustries has come into being. 

Not until 1811 was a cylinder printing press developed 
that could be used commercially. In 1814 the London 
Times put in its first cylinder press, run by hand. Be- 
fore that it had been the flat bed press. In 1804 the 
first real improvement on the old Franklin hand lever 
press came into general use. It was like the ordinary of- 
fice book press, Only a little larger. Compare the pain- 
ful slowness of such printing/with the clank and whir 
of the modern press. All type was set by hand. The 
linotype was not to come for generations, 

How slow, how laborious the work of the farmer of 
100 years ago. He had no thrashing machine, no trac- 
tion engine, no harvester, no stalk cutter, no disks, no 
riding plow, no cream separator, no mower, no reaper, no 
hay rake—he had nothing but his two lone arms with 
which’ to flail and swing the scythe. There are not 
people enough in the world today to harvest its-crops by 
the methrd of 100 years ago, so slow it was. 

In the office there was no typewriter, no billing ma- 
chine, no mimeograph, no imitation typewritten letters. 
Think of the slow labor of correspondence with pen 
and ink.

Fighting Now a Speed Science. 


Along the fighting Hne—the war of 1812 was at hand 
100 years ago-—think ef the difference in speed. Comes 
the rifieman with his squirrel rifle or his flintlock. He 
pours the powder from the horn, he puts the patch about 
the bullet and pounds it down the long bore with his 
ramrod. He opens the pan and puts in the priming. 
He cocks his rifle. He fires—click, fizz—bang at last. 
How does he compare in speed of fire with the rifleman 
of today—-his magazine rifle emptied, loaded, and fired 
almost with a single motion. Or with the automatic 
guns, firing like the roll of a drum so long as the finger 


‘ presses down the trigger. The mighty old cannons of 


1812, those terrific twenty-four pounders that set the 
echoes ashake and tore great holes in the wooden walls 
upon lake Erie. There was speed for you, the sensation 


of the day. But how slow, how weak, how abeurd when 


compared with the quick firers of 1911. 
Speed has been man’s ambition since the ‘world be- 


gan, but it is only now, within the last 100 years, within 


the last ten years.of the 100, that he has come close 
to his aim. | In this year, 1911, he travels fast, he works 


fast, he plays fast. Speed has him night and day. He 
rushes to his office by the elevated or the underground, ~ 


he works at lightning speed, his lunch goes down smok- 


ing hot, he finishes in a day as much work as his creat- 


erandfather could have finished in a week. Then back 


home at thirty miles an hour. a dinner that is going some 


for cost, an evening to follow, rushing in his car, dan- 


cing strenuous two-steps or viewing a fast play in @ 
rapid playhouse.

No.6. THE FLICKER. 


The flicker, or yellowhammer, is one of 
the bird carpenters,, Using his bill asa 
chisel, he builds his home by cutting a hole 
deep into a tree trunk or telegraph pole. 
The sharp, stout bill also comes in handy 
for grub hunting in the bark of trees. The 
flicker is a musician, the drummer of the 
bird orchestra, and he plays a great “ rat-a- 
tat-tat’”’ on tin roofs and drain pipes. Ants 
are a favorite delicacy, and for this reason 
he is often seen on the ground. 

The flicker is handsomely colered. His 
gray head is set off by a crimson band. The 
brown back is evenly barred with black and 
shows a large white patch when he flies. 
The wings are black barred alfove and show 
a* beautiful golden color underneath as he 
flies overhead, 

A family of young flickers is most interest- 
ing t> study. The little fellows are noisy 
in demanding their food. and whine for it 
like a lot of young puppies. They gulp down 
worm after worm until we would think their 
stomachs should bufst, but still they cry for 
more. <As they grow older they become 
saucy and scream loudly if they.see any- 
thing new or interesting. They soon learn 
good manners when they get out in the 
world, and act as respectably as any other 
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Bird-House Builder.

Chicago has three types of lodging 
house. Most common is thé cell or stall 
house. Three or four fioors of a store 
building are divided into about ninety 
stalls, each about four ky six feet in size. 
Partitions are of wood or corrugated iron. 
They reach up to within three feet of 
the ceiling. Over the top is mesh wire 
to keep out intruders. Rates for this 
accommodation run from 10 cents to 35 
cents. 

A second clags is the “ fiop.”” Chicago 
has three flops. Two of these are dark, 
\unventilated basements. The lodger flops 
on the floor for 5 cent& There aré no 
Beds. He sleeps on @ newspaper and is 
expected to furnish his own paper. 

A third class is the bed lodging house. 
The floor ig open, with beds in close rows 
without partitions. There are lockers for 
the lodgers’ clothes.

Accidents to Be Expected. 

Every one, of course, is expecting fatali- 
ties, or accidents at any rate, but the critics 
are_of the opinion that the big contest will 
be run without any driver being killed. Cer- 
tain it is, no spectator ought to bé hurt, be- 
cause of the precautions that have been 
taken. The safety of the drivers also is as- 
sured to a certain extent by the protecting 
walls of cement that have been built on the 
two turns. Some style this the “ wall of 
death,” but the experience of those who have 
been training on the spee@way show this to 
be a misnomer. At least four cars already 
have hit this wall in practice, and no one was 
hurt. Tetzlaff hit 4t at eighty miles an hour 
and got away unhurt. The Mercedes also 
hit it; and Wishart was uninjured, 

Right now considerable interest is dis- 
played in the time that will be made and the 
average miles per hour of the winner is the 
subject of many bets. Some say seventy- 
five miles per hour, but guch a judge as Berne 
Nadall believes this to be too high. After 
watching the workouts Nadall is of the opin- 
ton that the winner will do between seventy 
and seventy-one miles an hour, counting, of 
course, on a good hot day. If it is cool, so 
their tires stand up this average should be 
between seventy-two and seventy-three. . 

If there are accidents in the race, which 
seems quite likely, some think that broken 
steering knuckles will be the cause, and as a 
basis for this reasoning put out that in 
practice no fewer than eleven steering 
knuckles have broken. In racing this fs the 
most Important part of a car, for a break 
leaves the driver helpless and with no control 
whatsoever over his steering mechanism. 
Two years ago at Indianapolis the steering 
knuckle on Herb Lytle’s car broke during a 
iong distance race, and it only was by a 
miracle Lytle escaped. A meet later and 
Barney Oldfield broke a knuckle going at 
eighty miles an hour. and the former speed 
king had one of the closest callsin his career.
